gether new,that it, bids defiance to what- 
ever helps the Ancients. might be ſup- 
pos'd to affilt us withall ; ſcorns to ſtand 
upon their Shoulders, to take the better 

Proſpet of the Alina! World, which our 

Fan kate prudently did,and gratefully 

acknowledg'd ; but, on the contrary, if 

we now tand ſo in any, ſence, *cis to 
trample upon, and contemn them. And 
in ſome part it may be, from hence, [that 
our Divinity 1s more. than. ever z*ing'd 
with the oppoſition of Sciences falſly ſo called, 

whether of new Lzghts on the one haad, 

which have ſo Ik dark'ned the right 
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underſtanding of all true Relzgzon ; or 
new Notions on the other, which would 
ſubmit the Myſteries of God to the Reaſon 
of Man, bring back all Reveal'd, to Na- 
tural Knowleage ; and that, which is ſad- 
der ſtill, without the leaft regard to 
oral Prattice. But nothing hath been 
oO Paragoxical as our Politicks, about 
which we have try'd as many £@xpert- 
ments, as the Chymiſts for the Philoſophers 
Stone, and to much worle purpole ; ſince 
they , tho' failing in their grand aim, 
every day improv'd their Dzſcoverzes to 
the health, and benefit of Mankind ; 
whereas our State Empericks are lo deſpe- 
rate, as to force upon us their Pozſon, 
without the leaſt provition of an Arti- 
dote ; will needs be altering the whole 
Conſtitation of that Body, nay, its very 
trame and potture , even to ſetting the / 
Feet uppermoit, as if we had quite for- 
g0t the Miſchrefs which attended their 
former attempts of that kind, what a 
Vertigo. 1t made in our Braizs, ſuch a 
ſwiming, and giadineſs , that many will 
nor own 1t tor a diſeaſe, that every thing 
{ſhould ſtill curn round : neither indeed 
can it be upon any other Preſumption 
but this, a belief of the generalities not 
being throughly recover'd, ſo far in their 
right Wits, as'to have attain'd that old, 

and 
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and true apprehenſion of things they 
moſtly had before thoſe many fatal Fofps, 
and National Convulſions, that theſe bold 
Undertakers have the confidence of think- 
ing to ſet up their Stage again, make a 
Cant, and 2 Noiſe, with thoſe many 01d 
Compoſitions, which trom our former ex- 
perience have prov'd moſt deſtruQaive 
both to Health and Life : And *tis of 
molt unhappy conſideration, that in this 
particular alone they ſhould have reaſon, 
take us in ſuch a careleſs indifferency as 
to thoſe former Diſorders, and Capfuſions 
{o long groan'd under, that we ſeem to 
have forgot, according to our aforemen- 
tion'd charge , not only God's Mexcies, 
but our own Meſertes too. 

And from hence alone it muſt be, that 
the Prefacers to Ludlow's Third Volume, 
boaſt ſo much of that reception the two 
former had met with. Mens Palates are 
wvitiated, and Stomatchs foul, which makes 
ſolid Truths of too hard digeſtion ; ſound 
Principles, and ſincere Azvice, will no 
more down with them, than a Potion of 
Phyſick with a ſickly petriſh Chzld, or 
Water with a man 1in an Hyadrophoby : 
Something they muſt have which is not 
to be had, or will certainly do them. 
Miſchief if they can pet it ; and yet ha- 
ving gratify'd their humor, and expe- 
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rienc'd the nauſcouſneſs of what was ſo 
carneſtly deſir'd, how loathlome and per- 
nictous it prov'd, they will not be there- 
by caution'd from fanſying ſomething 
elle alrogether as prejudicial : would any 
Phyſician of Reputation comply with a 
Patient in ſuch froppiſh Extravagancies ; 
or wile, good man oblige a Friend, a 
Relation 1n the like unkind Conc: ſions ? 
And rhis is what I defire to expoitulate 
with the Pabliſhers of the foremention'd 
Memoirs, with what delign they are fo 
torward to impoſe upon the World ſuch 
a Farrago, ſuch an Hodgpoag, of Calum- 
zies, and Falſhoods ; and preſume it may 
be the more trecly done, from certain 
informarion, that tho' their aſſigned Au- 
thor provided the Inpreatents , yet they 
compos'd the diſh, from a contus*'d heap 
of Alltogethers, according to his little re- 
geard either of me&tod or truth, cull'd out 
what they thought moſt proper for this 
notable Swiſs Entertainment : Now from 
ſo great an abundance, ſuch as it was, 
one would think they ſhould have pre- 
ſented 'us with nothing, but what had 
been ſound, and wholſom, and thereby 
oblig'd every judicious Palate, tho' the 
Service had been the leſs, (and indeed 
'tis Prubable one Volume would have com- 
prehended all really worth information ;) 
whereas 
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whereas to throw in the many ſuper- 
annuatea Stories, and Commonwealth Fi- 
ions, Which lerv'd their ſeveral turns 
from 41. forward, as it 7 7me, the Mother 
of Truth, had not yet brought forth any 
thing of clearer diſcovery , made a real 
Dereftion of their many, however wel]- 
contriv'd Villanzes, 1s too impoſing, and 
what no common Impoſtor would be 
guilty of. 

And really ben I firſt undertook to 
defend our Royal Martyr, wipe off that 
airt, and obloquy, wherewith this Author, 
and his Friends delign'd atreſh to bedaub 
the Sacred Memory ot that excellent Prince, 
1t could not enter 1ato my thoughts, that 
they would venture further, at Jeaſtwiſe 
lo far, as to write a Paxegyrick upon his 
Murtherers, preſume or imagine 1t poſſ1- 
ble to ſer them in a true Light, who 
thorough all their aCtions, and enterpriſes 

whatſoever, were as back and dark as 
Hell; a Generation of ſuch profligate 
wretches, both in Morals, and Principles, 
a5no Age, or Government can paralicl ; 
ſo inſolently baſe, as neither: Law, nor 
Reaſon could limit their Arbitrary Wills ; 
and yet withall ſo deſpicably vile, as 
their own Creatures had them 1n equal 
contempt with all good men, and kick'd 
them down with an anſ{werable Scorn. 
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There was indeed an old Hamoreſt laſt 


Century, who writ an Encomion Nerons: ; 
and De Queveao brings in Jadaas making 
an ingenious Apology for himfelt 1n Hell; 
but there was Wit and Fancy 1n thoſe 
Conceits, without any thing of Iz-trigue, 
or miſchievous Deſign ; whereas here we 
are impos'd upon with one continu'd re- 
lation of right down Forgeries, and per- 
nicious Innovations, on purpale to poſlels 
the People that Kyaves and Fools arc 
their beſt Freeads, to ruin the Nation, 
in ſubverting all fundamental Eſtabliſh- 
ents, will conduce molt to 1ts intereſt, 
and that ſuch Dewzls as have already, or 
{hall hereafter do it, ought to paſs for 
Angels of Light, A juſt indignation here- 
at, bath caus'd me to continue my Re- 
ſlections upon this T hird Volume ; where- 
1n, nevertheleſs I deſign to be very brief, 
and ſhall only take notice of ſuch Paſſa- 
ges as either directly or indirealy ſtrike 
at the Memory of our Royal Martyr ; or 
otherwiſe tend to the Subverſjon of the 
Monarchy 1n general, its Foundation, and 
Being, To which purpole I ſhall,

Expoſtulate with thoſe worthy 
Friends and Admirers of the Author, whe- 
ther they have not a Commonwea/th de- 
ſign in Publiſhing theſe venerable Remains 
of his, and do not give more than ſecret 
intimation thereof in their Preface, &c.. 
yet I cannot believe they are any other- 
wiſe his Friends , than agreeing in the

of they, eſteemed him a doughty Patron ; 
for *cis generally preſum'd-the laſt of his 
Acquaintance and Coniidents was S----by 
B----e/, with whom thoſe many Reams 
of Paper, he had, whilſt grumbling in 
Swtifſerlana, emptied his gall into, wer? 
entruſted : 'and report ſpeaks that he was 
trick'd of them by a Republican confident 
who beſt underitood to make the beſt of 
them, as well for the Good Old Canje, as 
his own Advantage; ,whbici *tis turcher 
{aid the churliſh Nabal: was very angry 
at, and would have reſented accordingly, 
hac not Death interpos'd;, .and put an 
end to that 'Diſpute.

To come to their Preface, which good 
Books as little want, as good Wine a Baſb, 
rhey begin with a ſtale Common-place 
flouriſh of the Reception the other Volumes 
have found in moſt Parts of Europe, and 
the inceſſant Inquiries of divers Perſons 
of Worth and Honour concerning theſe Re- 
mains, &c. What reception they met A- 
broad I have not heard, to be ſure they 
are not yet tranſlated into any Foreign 
Languaze, and dare engage they never 
will : But that the Publiſher bath had a 
very good Market at home ſhall be rea- 
dily granted, as well for what was for- 
merly obſerv'd, that this Ape's vitiated 
Palate reliſh nothing more than ſuch 
crude unhealthy ſtuff, as feed the Dz/- 
eaſe, rather than nouriſh the Boay ; as 
likewiſe all Men of ſence, and ſober un- 
deritanding were oblig'd to look into 
them, the better to refell thoſe many 
Cavills and Conceits wherewith every 
ſuperficial Reader 1s not more eaſily 1m- 
pos'd upon, than torward to impoſe upon 
others. And really the only-good I can 
poſſibly hope for, from the many for- | 
ward Abettors of ſuch deſperate all-de- 
[troying Innovations, 1s that by degrees 

It 
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it may awaken ſuch. as apprehend much 
better, would they exert their Parts, into a 
due conſideration of the Inſolexce and Ar- 
bitrerineſs of this Faction when in Power, 
and that the ſame Evz/ Sperit poſleſhng 
us Once again,it would be more than ſeven 
times worſe than at firſt. 

One thing I muſt take notice of by 
way of Preliminary, as very arttully ma- 
nag'd, by all the Modern Wreters npon 
this SubjeQ,, they bend their whole torce 
apain{t Sir Robert Filmer, who writing 
at the beginning, or belore the Wars, tor 
ſo his Patriarcha was, proceeded upon 
one grand Poſiulatum, which the 1nno- 
cence and {implicity of thoſe quiet times 
aſſented to for uadoubted truth, and up- 
on the acknowledgment of Revealed. Re- 
{izten, with the Hiſtory of the Creation, 
only from thence diſcover'd may indeed 
be cavill'd at, but not diſprov'd ; the 
Poſtalatum 1s this, That as God is Sove- 
r7aign Lord of the Unzverſe, fo here upon 
our little Spot, (this Azt-hill, as Lucian 
terms 1t, where Men creep up and down, 
and quarrel each other tor, every defpi- 
_ cable clod) he delegated to Mankind a 
Superiority over all deſcended from him ; 
by which means as they are not free to 
chooſe whatever Governors , or Forms of 
Government they plcale, fo is there not 


the 
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the leaſt danger of rhraldom, or ill uſage, 
under ſo natural, and indulgent an Oeco- 
zomy ;, for the treatment of Ch:/aren 1s 
quite different ' from that of Servants or 
Slaves; which our Republicans would 
moſt 1llogically inferr, and make much 
clamour about, vet nevertheleſs if rhe 
former the Children be untraftable, de- 
feQtive in their duty, and bounden re- 
ſpe ; 'tis moſt incongruous to ſuppoſe, 
even trom the dictates of common reaſon, 
they that gave them Berxe , ſhould be 
without a Power of Reſtraint, and Con- 
troll. This Sir Robert lays down as the 
Baſis, the Foundation of all Regiment , 
from whence, as Mankind multiply, it 
orew up from Paternal, to Monarchical, 
where the People roo much reſembling - 
Children , of a froppiſh, unmanageable 
diſpoſition , "tis equally reaſonable rheir 
Common Parent ſhould here likewiſe 
have a judgment of diſcretion, to counte- 
24xce, Or chaſtiſe according to their diffe- 
rent deportments : Now as this is the 
Origin trom whence that worthy Gezr/e- 
may deduceth all Government, o is it leſs 
liable to Exception, Oppreſſion, &c. than 
any of thoſe popular Models this uneaſie 
Ape 1s ſo fruitful of , and troubleſom 
with ; but how readily any one may 
pervert anothers meaning, the common 
courſe 
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courſe of Controverſie unhappily diſco-' 
vers, where each one dreſſes up his A4d- 


ver/ary, as the Heathens did the Primi- 
tive Chriſtians, in the Skins of Wild Beaſts, 
or ſome tuch like terrible ſhape, and then 
loo the Reader to fall upon, and devour 
them : whereas the toremention'd Hpo- 
theſis, taken 1n a candid and true lence, 
as it gives no more Fower to the Prxce, 
than a Father hath over his Children, fo 
Is it moit forward to grant all thoſe 
Rights and Privileges , theie buſy Men 
make ſuch a noite and clamour about ; 
only deligns to B1ve them a true Notion 
of the thing according, to its Original, its 
Divine Inſtitution: , that ſo chey might 
thankfully, and reſpectively enjoy them, 
without ottending Goa, and diſturbiog, 
or ſubverting the Peace, and Welfare, of 
that Community wherein they live. Yet 
at the foremention'd ſevere rate is Sir Ko- 
bert treated, in the former of thoſe Two 
Treatifes of Government ; as it he defign'd 
nothing but Slavery, and Oppreſſion, to 
all Mankind, and that nothing leſs could 
be deduc'd from the Principles upon 
which he proceeds. And that Folzo of 
Diſcourſes written upon the ſame SubjeQ, 
By the Honourable Embaſſador of the Com- 
monwealth of England, (a commendable 


Charadtter for a Perion of an Arciext, and 
Noble 
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Noble Family, to be Miniſter to ſuch a 
pack of R ) uſeth him 1n the like 
miſtaken, 11]-bred manner. 

And here I cannot but propound one 
thing which muſt be acknowledged rea- 
ſonable, that ſince there are a new Set 
of Men fo earneſt to revive that old Con- 
troverſie of C ommonwealthiſm,they would 
act ſo ſquarely , be ſo ingenuous, as to 
make an Univerſal Search into the mat- 
ter, conſider thoſe many Enlargements 
others have made upon the foremention'd 
Premiſſes , tor Sir Robert Kilmer only 
brake the ice, was indeed the firſt who 
dard to Remoxſtrate the curſed Conſe- 
quences, and horrid Imptetics of that 
Kebellios they were run into; but, as 
' already mention'd, writ only in general, 
3 according to the univerſally received 
Maxims of precedent Times, till the Je- 
ſuit, and Calviniſt, ſet up, the one tor 
the Pope, the other for hs People ; - and 
ſo turn'd all things topſy turvy. I fay 
therefore, it were more Eenerous, and 
to the purpoſe, would they take notice, 
and reply to what hath been further on, 
with greater particularity, and exaQneſs 
written upon this occaſion : for the Pex- 
quarrel went on with that of the Sword, 
and was much more ſucceſsful in every 
Engagement ; it would be therefore no 
little 
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little fatisfaQtion to all impartial Enqui- 
rers, could theſe bold Undertakers be pre- 
vaild upon, 1n a full reply, to anſwer 
what that Prodigy of all Reading, the 
moſt Reverend and Learned Uſher, writ, 
during the Rebellion, tho' ſince Printed ; 
Of the Power communicated by God to the 
Prince, and the Obedience required of the 
Saubjeff. And his worthy Succeſſor the 
oreat Brambhall, did in the heat of the 
War write the Serpent Salve, in Anſwer 
toa Virulent Libel, which contain'd all | 
thoſe- popular Delufions, the Rebels then 
made uſe of to impole upon, and betray 
the Nation. An 1ngenious young Gertle- 
man, ir. Dudly Diggs, &1d likewiſe at 
the ſame time write of The Vnlawfulneſs 
of Subjetts taking up Arms againſt their | 
Kzzg : with many other unanſwerable * 
Pieces of that Nature, which theſe great | 
Stecklers , for their Sovereign Loras the 
People, or rather their own Maggots, and 
wild Projedts, never did, nor never wall 
take notice of, What Dr. Tay/or hath 
likewiſe written of the Supreme Power in 
his Caſes of Conſcience, is too clearly ſta- 
ted for them ever to meddle with. And 
to come to what hath paſs'd ſince the 
Reſtauration in 60 ; when Charles the 
Seconad's unaccountable Remiſsneſs gave 
their Demagognueſhips an opportunity of 

{erment- 
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fermenting the People, to very nigh their 
41 infatuations , among others, a very 
learned, and moſt accompli{h'd Gentle- 
man, Sir George Mackenzie, writ a little 
T rat, call'd, Jus Regium, or the Juſt and 
Solid Foundations of Monarchy in Gene- 
ral, &c. which tho' calculated more im- 
mediately for the Meridiay of his own 
Country, yet may it inditfierently ſerve 
for the whole 1/and, with any other Part 
of the Civiliz'd World ; this Piece more 
eſpecially is what I would provoke the 
whole Set of our reviv'd Rote Club to 
take notice of, and reply to, if they can ; 
for "tis writ both like a Divize, and a 
L awyer, {o conciſe, and yet withall ſo full 
upon each account, as nothing can be 
more exaQly or clearly expreſs'd : He 
there makes it appear how impoſſible Tx 
1s, that all the People in any Natior:

cium, non veritas : And Tully, thought 
no mean Stateſman in the Roman Repub- 
Pro Planc. /ick, paſles the ſame cenſure, Non eſt Con- 
ſilium in vulgo, non Ratio, non Diſcrimen, 
n0n Diligentia, Ex opinione plurima, 
ex wveritate pauca juaicat : But our Mo- 
dern Politico's underitand better, or ra- 
ther delign otherwiſe, to be the Grac- 
chi, the Marij of our times, nothing 
more ſatisfactory to their turbulent Spz- 
rits,

and Slavghtcr.

carneſt for, and afteted with the Meta- 
morphoſts, 

A late 1Minfler of State, in a Neigh- 
vour Kzngaom, perhaps as great that way 
as tnis, Or any other age hath produc'd, 
7/hen dead, left by way of Teſtament ,

courſes equally relating to the palit and 
furure management of Affairs : Among

But pcrnaps theſe Friemas of the Au-

eicapd Abroad, about which they make 
a very falſe and infolent Harangue, that

the many attempts delign'd upon his 
precious Life, might in a great meaſure

Stocking-mender Car : One of thoſe 1riſb, 
may be yet, I am ſure was very lately, 
Living upon his paternal Eftate, by vir- 
tue of the Limerick Articles, 1n his own 

Country. | 
In the mean while commend me to 
theſe Prefacers, who can inſult ſo boldly

So 
upon an impartial RetroſpeCtton mto the 
iranfactions oi the Northern Parts of Ex- 
rope theſe two laſt Cexturzes, it will ap- 
pear that Commonwealthiſm, and Standing 
Armies began together , and-occaiton'd 
one the other ; for when the People were 
put upon Rebc/lim2 for Religion, preten- 
ded Liberty of Confcience to Contron! the 
[opiſtrates ju{t Rights , cairy1ng alle 
2115 by a cb Reformation ; that Chri- 
ſtian Simplicity, and Rewverential Obeat- 
eace, by wilica our forefathers had been 
taught ro ſubzait not only for Wrath, but 
Conſcience fake , was altogether Superfe- 
ded, and the Czvii Power obiigd to arm 
its felt againſt this Spiritual Uſurpation, 
which mace every Conſiſtory a Conclave, 
a Commonwealth of Popes, who perſwaded 
their Votaries, that to rebell 2gainſt their 
Prixce, was to haht the Lord's Battle, 
and that the appointed time was now 
come for bringing into Subjei-n all the 
Ryngdoms of Darkneſs ; the Smord being 
now drawn, upon this contradictory ac- 
count to promote the Goſpel of Peace, 
according to the uſual event of War, 
mer 
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met with different Succeſs, in ſome places 
the People prevail'd, and thereupon Voted 
themſelves a Free Szate : 1n others the 
Prince, and made the People ſenſible he 
beareth not the Sword in vain : tho it. 
often happen'd that growing weary on 
either ſide, they breath'd in a T7ace or

the Netherlands, and feveral Parts of Ger- 
many ; and thus at laſt it came to be in 
England : Now ot all theſe cifferent Suc- 
ceſſes, 1 tind cach of them centre in this 
one fatal Evert ; they that becamoa Free 
State arc torc'd to keep a Jt41aim? Army, 
to maintain their imaginary Liberty, and 
the People, tax'd and pol d, ten times 
more than befare, in order thereunto, 
and where the Prince prevail'd, he 1s 
likewiſe forc'd upon a Gwrard to prevent 
his Libertize Subjefts from running into 
thew former Lunactes, and cannot be 
blam'd tor making them bear the Charge, 
And where there was Ceſſations, or T rea- 
ties, the Soverargn Power, what with 
art, and force, is become more Abſolute 
than ever, and repays, with denying all 
L.iverty, their at firſt unrealonable de- 
mands of too much. And now, to come 
home to our ſelves, as this Spiritnwal freak 
bezan 
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began laſt among us, ſo cannot the wiſeſt 
of men foreſee, where, or when it will 
end, a good one none can expect ; which 
tr00 mult render us the more Pupidly % 
ſenſeleſs, for that we ran wilfully upon

Jes the contempc they had of, 
their Naaber- Perſons, and Manners, that 
not one fingle Order of theirs would have 
been obey d, without a Company of 7a- 
2tZzaries to inforce 1t ; nor they permitted 
to fit three days, or walk the Streets 
with reſpe& and ſecurity , as at laſt it 
happen'd ; for the Nation, no longer able 
to bear their Inſolencies and Tr cons, dif- 
patch'd them and then the Army ; and a 
happy Riddance 1t was of both. 

- Atter all therefore, upon a ProfpzA of

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Dilemma's as a Standing 4rmy among us, 
is likei to be as the Mathematici, Aſtro- 
logers,or Figure-flingers with the Romans, 
Genus hominurs quod ſemper vetabitur, & 
femper retinehitur ;, it we have a Common- - 
wealth they muſt have an Army to ſupport 
them, ruin the Church, cruſh the Nobz- 
lity, keep down the Gentry, with what 
elle they pleaſe when they once get the 
Power : and if we have a Mozarchy there 
mult be ſomewhat of an Army, by way 
of Security from the continu'd Under- 
minings of ſuch unquiet Spzr/ts as under- 
ſtand nothing of true Government, yet

Was there ever any thing ſo Arbitrary 
and /mpoſing upon a Tree People, and too 
by a Ser of Men who had the Impudence 
with the ſame Breath, to hold the People 
in hand they ſtood up for their Freedom ?

But when he was gone to his 
proper place, and his Sons halt-witted ma- 
nagement,made way for the Rump's once 
more treading the Stage ; the Southern 
Sans approach 1s not more certainly ex- 
pected in the Sprzzg , than every one 
ſeem'd to be of our Od Eftabliſhments, 
that Legal Monarchy, and Rightful Suc- 
ceſſion, whicia with ſo much Madneſs, and 
Folly, ſuch a prodigious expence of Blood, 
and Treaſure, had by ſeveral violent Fa- 
ctions been 20 Tears oppos'd, and it hap- 
, pen'd accordingly , notwithſtanding the 
divided Parties endeavourd a Coalition, 
2nd otherwiſe molt indefatigably apply'd 
their laſt efforts to ſave themlelves from 
the Galows, which their own Conſciexces 
could inform them how juſtly deſerv'd, 
and 'tis a thouſand piries, they were more 
afraid, than burt. 

The laſt -yferexce thele Friends of the 
Author thought fit to raiſe, 1s as ground- 
leſs, and falle, as any of the former, 
charging Charles II. of Ingratitude to the 
Presbyterians, who had ſo. well deſeru'd of 
him, by betraying all into his hangs, &C. 
whereas they never deſcrv'd well of 

D 2 him ; 
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him 3*nor did him any good they could 


prevent. 
1. They never deſerv'd well from him, 


but on the contrary , were the original 


' Promoters, and chief Managers , for the 


Six firſt Tears, of all our National Miſe- 
ries and Confuſions : 'twas from their 1n- 
ducement the Scots began to diſturb the 
happy Quiet and Repoſe both Kyzngdoms 
were 1n ; lay'd the Ground-work of our 
Rebellion by theirs, paid them for it 1n 

2 molt protuſe manner, yy thereby en- 
rap'd them to aſfiit at a dead lift ; which 

wholly ankino'd their "FO £190, and made 
him become a prey to the 4wvarze oi the 
one, and Arrogance of the other, which 
r00 ſhametully appear d by their inſo- 
lent Rudeneſs, and ſcandalous Reſtraint 
at Holmby ;; and bow far further they 
would have proceeded, had not the Ar; 
taken him out oi their kands, may be 
well iuppos'd from the continu'd courſe 
of that ſtubborn Crew ; tor tho' (tier 
7 azizaries. having given them an Eſſay 
what they mult expect, by Excluadize the 
molt leading Members, and chreatening 
the reſt) a Treaty, was condeicendced to 
in the 1/e of W whe, yet were the Prel:- 
maries lo Innovating , and Dethroning ; 
ſo deſtruQtive to all Fundamentals 1n 
Courch,and State ; and therein ſo grating 
upon 
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upon His Majeſty's Honour, and Conſci- 
ence, that he thought Death'more eligible 
than ſuch unreaſonable Conceſſions ; which 
too their Dzlatory Proceedings, till the 
Army had ſuppreſs'd the laſt Efforts of 
Loyalty, to reſcue their Sovereign, very 
much conducd to, and might by a juſt, 
and Honourable compliance, have other- 
wiſe prevented. This no man can deny 
to be a true, tho brief account of the O14 
Rjnz's treatment from that h:rghty, felf- 
will a Set of Men, 

And that they would have hcen as 1m- 
poling upon his S-z» , could they have 
carried matters according to their own 
Minds, is as little to be doubted, what- 
ever theſe men prate of hetraying all into 
his hands. The Comedian repreſenting 
the Beggars at the choice of their Xzzg, 
(for it leems that Kyzngdom 1s Eleftive, 
and ſuch are always = yore or thereby 
made ſo) when voted, brings in one of 
his ragged refine, haranguing ; him, among 
others, with this Expreſſion , Now thou 
art Ring, who would not have thee [o ; 
which was conitantly apply'd by the old 
Cavalier Party, to thoſe empty Shews of 
Reſpet,and hollow Acclamations of Praiſe, 
wherewith they who forc'd , and kept 
him out, were moſt clamorous at his Re- 


ftanration ; would have none thought ſo 
D loyal, 
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loyal, faithfull, and true as themſelves : 
Among the relt, the Presbyterian, indeed 
was moſt aſſuming, for having the zwelve 
gears laſt paſt been kept, with very great 
regret, from doing any conſiderable Mil- 
chick, by thole wiperous Seas which 
crawl'd torch of t!i1icir own Bowels ; and 
upon this account, out of Revexge rather 
| tan any good Principle, held a corre- 
| ! poGQence with the Ae, and his Aabe- 
| rents 1n Exile ; at the Reſtauration ſtep'd 
hefore all the Loyal Safferers which had 
coaltantly adher'd to the true intereſt of 
Church aud Crown, highly advancd in 
{Tononur, Place, and Profit ; {o that quite 
contrary to thee Prefacers 1mpertinent 
Suggeitions, initead of the Presbyterians 
betraying all into the Kzzgs hands, he 
betray'd himſelf and his Carſe into theirs, 
| and as ſoon as opportunity ferv'd, they 
made ſeveral attempts to ule him accor- 
Gtazly, but the People were grown tco 
much L7bertines tor their Rigours, and 
rhe //camarchy was not fo ſoon co have 
their Covenant Shackels forc'd upon it, al- 
{Gough they indeavoured moſt earneſtly 
at the Reſ//auration to have 1t upon the 
Iſle of Wight Articles, which their Cloak- 
2ez inceflantly bellow'd for, and their 
e2efs underhand ftrenuoully indeavour'd 
he 1ame ; among, others, this Paſlage 15 
a clear 
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a clear Proof ; the hot Lord Hollis, from 
the beginning a molt violentBzgpot in that 
Cauſe, would, to his dying day, among 
his Confidents, with great earneſtneſs of 
Paſſion , call Mok that Rogue, becauſe 
giving kim and his Party a meeting at 
the Earl of Northumberland's, he promis'd 
to bring in the Kyzzg upon the I/le of Wight 
terms, and baſely tail'd them : Now as I 
believe on the one hand he never 1inten- 
ded to gratify them, if ſuch-a Promiſe 
was made, 1o could he not , tho' really 
intended , have brought 1t about ; for 
whatever his deſign was at firſt, and his 

cloſe deportment conduc'd not a little to 
what he accompliſh'd, the inceflant Peti- 
1165s he met with from every corner of 
the Kingdom for a Free Parliament gave 
him full information, how the Nations 
Pulſe beat, and what alone would ſatisfie 
them, that is without regarding Partzes, 
and Fadtions, to be as we were before 
fallen 1n pieces ; and therefore to ſet the 
Saddle upon the right Horſe, the preten- 
ded Severity theſe Men charge the Kzzg 
withall, was really in the Par/iament, the 
Majority whereof were a Set of as wor- 
thy underſtanding Gentlemen as ever al- 
{embled upon that account, who reſolv'd 
to go upon the o/d Principle, to re-eſtabliſh 
theNat/on upon thoſe well-pois'd,long ex- 
perienc'd 
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perienc'd Conſtitutions which fai7ion and 
folly had fo fatally perverted : "was they 
were unealie at ſo general an Indemmuy, 
thinking ſuch as had been accultomed ſo 
long; in Miſchief, could not leave oft play- 
10g the old game, without ſome turther 
Security ; *twas they preſs'd, and brought 
on the 4 of Uniformity, how little to 
the Satisfaction of a too prevalent Party 
at Court, appeard 1n that the Winter 
tollowing an attempt was made to Super- 
ſede it by a Toleration : In fine, what- 
ever the Good o!d King would have had 
irom a Parliamepzt, during his Rergy to 
make us the happieſt People upon Earth, 
this would have molt readily e{tabli{hd ; 
but the Papiff, and Presbyterian rendred 
all Avortive. 

Thus have I run over and made ſome 
Remarks upon ſuch TInſtruftions as our 
Prefacers thought fit to obſerve trom this 
third Volume ; not but they grant 7t doth 
afford many other more uſeful Reflettions, 
which 15 the trueſt word hath come from 
them, and therefore having their leave, 
or at leaſt acknowledgment, 1 ſhall pre- 
{ume to cull out two or three, perhaps as 
ſerviceable to this World of ours, as any 
we have had from them. 

i. The Fanatick, the Commonwealth 
Party, were never without ſome Plot or 

other, 
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other, both at home and abroad againſt 


the Ancient EftabliſÞ*d Government , this 


Monarchy, this Tyranny of ours, as upon: 
all occaſions they term it, ſince the Re- 
ſtauration. And this I fanſie hath diſco- 
ver'd a very blind fide in the Author's 
Friends to make fo Publick a Declararion, 
of what hitherto was kept a Secret: for 
till now all P/ots were laid at the Papiſts 
door, they alone muſt be thought the 
continu'd Underminers of our Peace and 
Welfare, and accordingly we have had 
ſeveral Proſecutions againſt them, ay, 
and Execntions too, upon the Evidence 
and Oaths of ſuch profligate Wretches, 
as ought not to have pals'd for the hang- 
ing a Dog : but ſuch a thing as a Pro- 
zeſtant Plot , was not to be thought of 
among the holy Brotherhood, and Godly 
Party ; they Diffented indeed as to Forms 
of Religious Worſhip, and tho' a Kjne in 
our Iſrael, muſt have Liberty to do what 
ſeemeth right in their own eyes, and this 1s 
the utmolt of their demand, a little Schiſm 
they mult have, but for Sedzt/on, being 
diflatisfy'd with the Government, giving 
any diſturbance to the Civil Power, was 
never admitted into their thoughts, they 
were as innocent, as free from that, as 
ſo many two year 014 Devils : and tho' 
the "Aſſaſſination at the Rye was own'd - 
ile 
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the very Partiſazs engag'd, and their 
many Cor{uits 1n order to oiher Diſtur- 
bances fully made appear, yet not taking 
effet, muſt not be believ'd, ſuch good 
People cannot be ſuſpected of any mil- 
chievous Deſign, unleſs accompl:{h'd,and 
then 'tis God's cauſe and their glory : 
whereas this Author 1s very frank, and 
deals plainly in the matter ; for tho' he 
had not fix'd his correſpondence 1n Szxty 
Oxe, and will ſcarce credit that for which 
Overton, Desborough, &c, were lecur'd, 
becauſe his Fxcellency was not conlulted 
in the Maiter. Neither doth he mention 
what B!/ood told him was dclign'd 1n Tre- 
tand, becauſe that Fellow s reaching head 
dilcover'd how little he had of what his 
Party cryd him up for ; altho 1t was 
about that time he tells, p. 115. Upon the 
Prodigality of the Engliſh Court, SC. his 
Friends in all parts bepan to entertain 
hopes, that they might again be imploy'd to 
reſcue their Country from Servituae. In 
which polture of Afﬀairs, Col. Algernon 
Sidney, who ſexce Monk afted his treache- 
rows part, had reſiaea at Rome, and other 
parts of Italy, thought convenient to draw 
nearer home, that if opportunity offer'd, 
he mi2ht not be wanting to his Duty aud 
Publick Service; a very commendable 
Duty, and laudable Service to embroil 
his 
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his Country in continu'd Confufrons, which 
till brought to the Block, we hind this 
Colonel inceſſantly engag'd io, and very 
earneſt with Ludlow to ſet forward with 
him , and put to his helping hand : eſpe- 
cially upon the firſ® Dutch War , when his 
Generalſhip was accofted on every fide, and 
by every Party, French, Dutch, the Devil 
ana all : then it was the foremention'd 
Perſon of Honour preſs'd him to declare 
hu concurrence, p. 165, and his Brother 
Regicide Say, tells him from Amſterdam, 
The ruin of the preſent Government in 
England zs certainly intended, and that he 
has cauſe to. believe woulda be effetted , 
P. 1658. for that a confiderable number in 
England, Scotland, and Ireland, will ap= 
pear for 1, &c. Aﬀterward De Witt, and 
Newport courted” him at an high depxee ; 
and his Friend Sidney invited him to meet 
at Balle, that they might go together to 
Paris, the better to carry on the Unaerta- 
king : Say and Briſco,add moreover,that if 
he will reſolve to come, all the Exiles would 
accompany him , otherwiſe not a man ſtir, 
P- 188. That preat obſtacle likewiſe of 
his three Friends, Okey, &c. was ſet 1n a 
true /zght, not ſo foul as repreſented ; 
with tull aſſurance to his Worthy ſelf, 
and Party, of a» Honourable Reception, 
and ſecure abode with them, Notwith- 
{tanding 
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ſtanding all which fair Proffers, this cun- 
nins old Fox would not ſtir out of his 
Swiſs Den ; and had reaſon, for tho'.we 
rant his Br«tiſþ Courage fear'd a Sword 
as. little as his Fellows, yet a Gibbet he 
could not digeſt :; And'further ro recom- 
mead his Prudence, 1a this his cautious 
deportment, he tells. us, as the War was 
ended wityout the leaſs advantage to his 
Friends, or Cauſe; ſo he fveſes it all 
along , that the Datch were a mercenary 
People, and . having ſecured their Traae, 
| and other Advantages, made a Peare, ſo 
far. from doing them any good, as on the 
contrary they promis'd to aeliver up thoſe 
call a Regirraes into the hanas of the King s 
Miniſters ; and deal with all Perſons, who 
ſhould be declared Fugitives, or Rebels, in 
the ſame manner. A lad Diſappointment 
this : - may ſuch ever attend them. 

2. My next obſervation is an Appen- 
dix of very nigh aihnity to the former, 
viz. That men of Fanatick Commonwealth 
Principles , will never live quietly under 
any Monarchy whatſoever ; let it be of God, 
or Men, nay, trom their very ſelves, *tis 
all one, they will ſubmit no longer 'than 
needs muſt, and be very unz2afjie whillt 
compeltd thereto ; cf all which the fore- 
mention'd Charaders, as well as Prattices, 
which Luzlov and his Prefacirs beſtows 
Upon 
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upon it, are'ati abundant confirmation, 
tor they vouchfafe it no other appellation 
than Tyranzy, perfect Tyranny, in the 
harſheſt fence the word is- now taken, 
and that which all Free People ought ito 
extirpate with the utmoſt abhorrency, 
and deteftation : direaly according with 
what I have already mention'd of their 
admired S7zdney's Maxim, that the'People 
are ſole FJudzes of their Superiors attions ; 
and foreſeeing, a very weighty ObjeQtion 
'to -lie in the way , ſach a courſe would 
make the Remedy worſe than the Diſeaſe, 
give occaſion of continual T umulis and Ci- 
vil Wars ; he very lightly replies, Civil 
War, in MachiavePs account, is « Diſeaſe, 
Tyranny the Death of a State. Some other 
Authorities might have pals'd better than 
Machiavel's, but for want of better, hs 
muſt ſerve the turn ; had'that unhappy 
Gemt/eman confiderd his fate, it might 
have prevented. his own, which tho" for 
nothing elſe, this dangerous Pofition molt 
juſtly deferves : that any man of ſence 
ſhould ſay Civil War is but a Diſeaſe ! 
can any thing be more Morta/ to a State ? 
have not all Tyrannizs commenc'd from 
thence ? with unavoidable Oppreſon, and 
Slavery to whatever Feopk fall under 
that worſt of curſes : yet how far our 
Publiſhers have taken this infettion, -ap- 
pears 
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pears in that they preſume ſo boldly: to 
uſe the ſame Epither, Tyranny, all is Ty- 
7anny with them , tho never more was 
known,than from the no Conduct of ſuch 
 Taſh unexperienc'd Phaetons ; and there- 
fore to diilwade them from any future 
attempts, 'tis my deſire they would tranl- 
ferr that Admonition, in their Cloſe given 
the Presbyterians, and apply it to them- 
ſelves (ſince altogether as agreeable) 4 
Revenge taken againſt thoſe who will not 
fet 1s poſſeſs all, is a ſlender Satisfattion 
Tor the hazard of utter Ruine, 

2. There 1s but one thing more I will 
return upon theie C77zical Obſervers, and 
that ſhall relate ro their admired Author 
timſelt, how they can juſtifie that Offex- 
zation, and Applauſe, he ſo fulſomly afſ- 
{umes in every the moſt trivial under- 
taking : the Firſt Volume, 15 more than 
one half ſtuft'd with ſuch Yain-gloriows 
Rhodamontaaes, His defence of Warder 
Caſtle fills more Paper, than Sir Framncis 
Vere's Relation of the famous Offend 
Stege ; when he was only block'd up to 
prevent his, and his fellow Rebels plun- 
dering the Loyal Gentlemez 1n the Neigh- 
bourhood ; and could the Kzg , who, 
good man, was 1ll furniſh'd that way, 
and had greater occaſion for them elſe- 
where, have ſpared two or three large 
Batterine- 
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Battering-Pieces it would have been beaten 
about their Ears 11 as few Hours ; for 
want of which they were ſtary'd into a 
Sarrender ; In like manner when Priſc- 
zer, how vainly doth he relate rhe many 
1mportunities to torfake his Party , and 
upon his reſolving to continu: MHebe!, 
what valuable Perſons were proffer'c in 
Exchange, as if the fortune of eirher Side 
had depended upon this great Almanzor's 
abetment ; when 11 truth, tho” that cur- 
{ed turn rais'd {ſo much dxft as choak?d 
the whole Kyzngdom, yet his part in 1t 
was no more than A#/ſop's Fi/y, he did 
what Miſchief he could, but his LY aunts 
far CXCEl ls Feriormances. Neither was 
he valuable tor any thing more in their 
Civil T ran, actions than a grough poſs tive 
humor, refolutely beat upon whatever his 
own will ſuggeſted, of which unma- 
nageable diipotition be gave an early Spe- 
cimen that little while he was at Trinity- 
College Oxoa, where the then Preſident 
kept a ſtrict D#ſciplize, and would fre- 
quently Moderate at the young Students 
Diſputations himſelf : It happen d upon 
a time this Poſitive Sir was engag'd in 
an Argument about their Specres Iuten- 
tionales and Reales, or tome ſuch like 
Topick, tor he conticently 2Mrm'd ſome- 
thing to be Pea/, wich was very far 
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from it, the good Dr. endeavour'd to 
convince him by this following inſtance, 
The Fox wagging his Tail, and ſeeing its 
Shadow upon the Wall, ſaid it was an 
Horn, was that an Horn, quoth he to Lud- 
low? Yes it was a Horny, a real Horn. 
W herein he ſo pertinacioutly perſiſted, as 
the O!d map fell into a little Paſſhon, and 
putan end to that debate, with this re- 
iolve, Well it it be a Horz, then Toot it, 
you fool you : How it was expreſsd in 
Latin was not rciated ; but I had the 
Paſſage from a Right Reverend Perſon, of 
Zreac Emmency, who lometime atter was 
in the ſame /refedent//ip, and upon a 
gencral Diſcourſe of Fanatick Obſtinacy, 
cave this particular inftance .how natu- 
rally tome mens Di/poſtions lead them 
tnereto. For ar rhe fame cortradiftting 
rate he went on in the whole courle of 
his Life; and tho' as heavy as Lead, yet 
as ftitt as Iroz, would bend to none, but 
break all other mens Meaſures, both good 
and bad, that did not come up ro his 
Lewelling Projects, (tor that was his com- 
mon Fprithet, Ludlow the Leveller) with 


"two Or three ſuch W/ himſecal Noſtrums of 


315, as deltruttive to Humane Society a5 
crude Mercury to tne Natural body, With 
the like Arrogant fondnefs he relates how 
earneſt they wore t2 compliment him: 


1Nty 
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iato the Lieutenant: Generalſhip of Ireland: 
whereas had not Pride and Pertinacy al- 
rogether blinded his vain mind, half an 
eye might have difſcoverd there was no 
confideration of his Abilities 1n the Pro- 
poſal!, but a trick of Cromwell's to remove 
him our of the way, that the dark De- 
(7ns he had in agitation here might re- 
ceive no obſtruction from ſuch an «r- 
wetlay fellow , as might force him upon 
more Severity than was requilite 1n the 
infancy of his CU/urpation, And this ſur- 
ther appears upon Ireton's Death, tor he 
being next 1n Command, {ſhould have in 
court: Come Into the Chzef, whereas his 
name was never ſo much as thrown up 
among them, bur firſt Lambert was pro- 
pounged, and then Fleetwood top'd upon 
him, as moſt proper to keep him under, 
when his zew Father-in Law {ſhould top 
them all, and civilly detain him from 
coming home, that he might not be as 
inſolent to the V/aurper, as he had been 
to his natural Soverezen. 

We are now to follow him into 0 Swiſſer- 
lind, where he highly applauds the Re- 
ception they met with, neither indeed 
could all Europe have afforded them a 
properer Place, tne Devz/ and Coker, not 
being more altke, than theſe Gets, and 
their Ext:rtaineys : yet the Character he 
E * g1VEs 
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gives them of the 1/[nſtrious, High and 
Mighty Sovereigns, and moſs Honoured 
Loras, their Excellencies of Bern, would 
make one think them the moſt Au guſt 
Aſſembly ever ſat at the Helm of any Go- 
vernment, the Roman Senate was nothing 
to them; whereas in trut!; never ſuch a 
Company of Cloapared Clowns allum'd the 
title of Magiſtrates ; but fince agreeable 
both to Place, and People, they pals for 
tolerable there, whom a more civilizd 
Nation wonld by no means endure ; at 
their firſt &f:Aon from the Houſe of 
Auſtria, as they had but few Gentry a- 
monz tnem, and fewer enga2 d with 
them, ſao they made an Order, that none 
ſhould be admitted into their new Elta- 
bliſh'd Goterament ; and their Pleberan- 
{hips have ever tince proceeded according- 
ly, without regard to Hozor, Integrity or 
Good Manners : astheir Strong Bodzes, and 
hardy Conſtitutions qualific tiiem for War, 
{0 their-n-:.c:flitous condition engage them 
to TJ e:/--out the Lives to that bloody 
trac: , upon which account hkewiſc 
ty too often proftituted both Souls, 
and Conſciexces, 11 molt perfidious viola- 
tions of whatever Exgagements they en- 
tree into, 45 the French, Spaniard, and 
Mianeſ+ ſuccehvely expurienc'd : one of 
theſs Jid iince fix tent, tho' at a dear 

rate, 
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rate, upon their firſt Stipulation, but is 
now upon better terms ; and may by de- 
orees preſcribe to them 2Ccor 410g to their 
own zeaſures, i his Compoſition of Rocks 
and Cataratts, was the 4/y!um of our Re- 
gricides , and properly enough, _ as already 
{aid, tor that both the Climate was moſt 
azreeabic to their rough, ſevere Diſpoſi- 
tions, and the Goverament, the firſt Com- 
monwealth Rebels , as well Temporal , as 
Fecleſtaſtick, of theſe later Ages. Never- 
rheleſs had our Kyzzg been in any meaſure 
ſo follicitous to apprenend,ar difturb him, 
and his Fellows, as they would hold the ' 
World 1n hand, it might have been ealily 
done. *Tis own'd how much Geneva 
ſuſpected their Power 'of Protettion, if 
demanded, p. 104. and tho' Mr. Hume- 
lius One of the Bern Miniſters, (who with 
the Engliſh Tongue, had got the Fazatick 
T aint) engag'd ſome in the Government 
to ſtand their Frzexds; yet had our Kzng, 
aſſiſted by his Brother of France's Recom- 
menaation, preſs'd earneſtly to have them 
deliver'd up to. Juſtice, 'tis probable they 
would have given them notice to flip a- 
way , the utmoſt kindneſs they could 
have ſhown : Out-Laws, and that for 
Rying-killinz may tind ſome private, but 
o publick Abettors, nd whatever Go- 
vernment doth ſo, ought: to be adjudg'd 
E 2 a Com- 
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a Common Enemy by all Monarchs 1 


the World.

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Y next Province 1s to give the true 
Charafter of thol: Fxecrable Re- 


gicides whom Ludlow, and his Prbliſhers, 


endeavour with ſo much art and daubing 
otherwiſe to renreſent ; for the little ac- 
count they give of the Rewplution doth 
not concern me, and 15 witigll fo mean 
and trivial, {ſo deeply ting'd with the 
partiality and prejuatce of a violent Fa- 
Hon, as it looks more like an Invetive 
than Fifory, taking every occaſion to 
laſh at thoſe of his old Acquaintarcee, 
who not having ſo deeply engag'd, were 
not;oblig'd ſo curſ:dly to perſevere ; and 
invetghs againſt the Keg and Conrt,. as 
if {till on th'other ſide the Water ; tho' 
ir appear'd otherwiſe from his own Con- 
teflion , for finding how unſafe it was to 
ſtay longer in England, he ſcamper'd a- 
way as well as he could, and much ap- 
plauds his own Condutt in the retreat, 
pals'd 7coznito through France, and ar- 
riv'd at that grand San{nary of Seaition 
and £hiſm,Geneva ; where his firſt Letters 
| from 
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from home inform'd him, how ten of his 
Brother Regtcides being atcus'd of, baving 
in their ſeveral Stations contributed to the 
Death of the King, had been Condemned, 

and Executed, Þ. 59. 

The Refletions he makes as to the 
Tryals being put off, till the new Sheriffs 
came 07, 15 meer cavil, for had Love the 
old Sheriff , been never ſo fa&tious and 
obitinate, and returnd a Jury all of the 
{ame Kjaney, the Matter of Fatt was 10 
apparent, and foul, as they muſt have 
found them ouilty, or come. under the 
ſame Pramnnire : But fo great a concern 
as that, neceſſarily required an extraor- 
dinary Commiſſion, and the many weighty 
affairs upon reſetling a Natzon fo long 
in ſuch a Chaos of Confafron , would not 
permit their 77ya/s to come on ſooner, 
perhaps not ſo ſoon, but tor the approach- 
ing Term. 

He continues to carry on his Cavils 
againſt the Commiſſioners, at ſome becaule

the y forgat their barbarouſneſs to the good 
Ring, they wonld not hear him, nor his juſt 
Allegations, who ſhuffl2d now with all 
the dilatory impertinencies imaginable, 
and the Conrt with an unwearied com- 
pi1ance let them go on : And for this Au- 
thor, or rather h:s Friends, to publiſh the 
quite contrary niga Forty Years aiter, 15 
the heighth of baſencſs, and by way of 
Penance, \ might | preſcribe i It, they ſhould 
. be oblig'd to Reprixt, for *tis very ſcarce, 
The Tryal of the Regicides,that the Truth, 
tire whole Truth, and nothing but the 
Truth may appczar, and moreover all the 
Party obligd to read it too, which I 
tanſie would be very uncafie, the A4lcho- 
74 Would down with them ten times 
better.

Is ſuch a man fit to write an Fſtory? in- 
form Poſterity of the truth of things ? 
or his Publiſhers men of Reputation and 
Integrity , to impoſe ſuch things upon - 
the World 7 

The firſt he gives us an account of in 
this Martyrology of Hell is his friend Har- 
71ſon , concerning whom, becauſe nothing 
Is mention'd of his Parentage, and Educa- 
tion, as he conſtantly doth, when worth 
taking notice of ; the World may know 
he was a Butcher's Son of Newcaſtle Un-

this neither did he make any conſiderable 
advance till the Self-denying Ordinance 
opzn'd the way for ſuch Mechanick Re- 


formers , whea likewiſe, tho' perhaps 


{tout enough, he was more beholding to 
bis Confidence, than Courage, for having 
a Tongue well hung , the effect of his 
pettifo2oing Profeſſion, by his Enthuſiaſt ical 
Preaching, and great pretences to Pzety, 
he became admird by the Army, and 
advanc'd by Cromwell to a Major-General,

being one of his chiefeſt Confidents, and 
accordingly made uſe of by him, to break 
the Presbyterian Junto, convey the Kyzng 
trom Hurſt-C aſtle to St. Fames's, 1n order 
| to his Marder, wherein he acted accor- 
ding to his deſcexs , with more than a 
Butcher's Cruelty, This is Ludlow's Hero, 
who when brought to the Bar, did not ſneak 
like Sir Hardreſs Waller, but pleaded Not 
Guilty, and juſtify d the Sentence paſs d 
upon the King, and the Authority of thoſe 
who had Commiſſion'd him to att as one of 
his Jaages, p. 6t. and ſo continues his 
Cants, and Flouriſhes, impudently own- 
ing what he {aw evidently prov'd, al- 
ledging that it was done by Authority of 
Parliament, ana could not be qurſtion'd in 
any inferiour Court , which being a point 
of Law, he defer d Councel might be aſlign'd 
on that head, but the Court over-rul'd it. 
Thus far Ludlow, as to their Pleadings, 
and no further mentioning (according to 
his baſe partiality already obſcrv'd) what 
the Coxrr fo fully reply'd to every branch 
of their Allegations, both as to the reaſon 
of the thing, and matter of Law. . Now 
ſince this weak, and {lender thred, was 
the ſole ſtrength the whole Set of Reg:- 
czaes had to hang upon, till they came to 
the Rope, I ſhall here once for all give 
an account of what the Coxr? reply'd to

Friſoner to excuſe , nay, juſtifie himſelf, 
pon pretence of being impowered , by one 
houſe, nay the eiphth part of an houſe, to 
conden:n their King, whom no Authority 
por earth can call in Queſtion, and with- 
out whom both Houſes together canngt take 
away the meaneſt Subjetts Life, deſerves 
not only reproof but Sentence, without 
going any further. This Point of Law 
Ludlow takes no notice of, altho” it's a moſt 
realonable return to every one of their 
Pleas, 
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Pleas, for they all harp'd upon the ſame 
ſtring. The MiUitary men, no Members, 
would have been excus'd, tor that, ac- 
cording to their Profeſſion, Sxperiors Or- 
ders were to be obey d wichout diſpute ; 
as indeed they were fairly bringing the 
whole Nation to Mz/itary-Law. Such as 
were Members intited upon looking back 
ro the Declarations and Remonſ/trances, 
trom 41 {orward, which was indeed a 
juit,tho? ſpitctul Refledton upon the P reſ- 
byterian Party for Unkinging is Majeſty, 
Hut could not in the lealt juttihe their 
Unbeadine him, and toe others not going 
alonz wit them fo tar, thought 1t might 
extznuate their going fo far as they did, 
tho* doubtiels it was Rebellion from the 
beginnioz, however in thoſe Healing 
times, 25 the teria went, they were ra- 
ner for Skinning, than ſcarchins the 
Weund too tar, whereby notwith(tand- 
12g the Cre was never the better ; to 
he ſure their /'/ea was altogether frive- 
lous, and as tlie Conrt told Carew, ten- 
aed not only to juſtifie the attion, but to 
caſk a ball of Diviſiow among thoſe that 
were preſent ; and turther added to Scor, 
That to expatiate in the manner he was 
goixg, ienatd to making a New Govern- 
ment , (which is the higheſt Treaſon next 
to Muraering the King in the World) ſub- 
vert 
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Commons, nay , if they had been whole, 
the Legiflative Power of the Kingdom. 
Another general Obſervation to be 
made, becaule in common to them all, 
is the Prixciple upon which they acted, 
the Light within them, the curled Enthu- 
fraſms of their Rebel hearts; So Harrt- 
ſon declar'd, he followed not his own juag- 
ment, what he aid, he did as ont of Con- 
ſcience to the Lord, from whence he 
received rather aſſurances than otherwiſe.

to prevent Kzag James's quiet Eſtabuſh- 
ment 11 tac Throne ; But failing then 1t 


ſery d 
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ſerv'd the turn of theſe Jeſuited Fanaticks 
molt curſedly, and to that purpoſe was 
Reprinted in 48. with a different T'tle, 
but otherwiſe very little difference, and 
gave the Subject Matter to that Impu- 
dent Charge againſt the Kzzgp, with Brad- 
{baw's as inſolent Enlargements, and Re- 
plies, to his moſt Reafonable and Legal 
Allegations. I1s nevertheleſs probable 
the whole Pack of Bl/oodhounds knew not 
trom whence the notions were taken, and 
who firſt ſtarted them, but ſuch only as 
laid the Deſign, and loo'd on the rett ; 
Nay, {ome thought that Bradſhaw and 
Cook, tho they only appear'd upon the 
Stage, 2s to the Law Paeantir;, ver were 
no more than Properties to Ol. St. 7ohns, 
who itood behind the Curtarm, and was 
chiet Afiſtant to Couſin Cromwell in all 
that curſed contrivance. 'To be ſure this 
Trial once {et in motion, all the foremen- 
tion'd Czrs took the ſcent, and ran away 
with it molt turiouſlly, and *ris probable 
{ome of them thought they dia God and 
the Nation as 200d Service as the &cribes 
and Phariſees when they Crucify'd our Sa- 
viour. | hus Carew excepted againit that 
Form of the Inditement , which ſaid, he 
had not the fear of God before his Eyes, but 
mas mov d by the Devil, with a Traiterous 
malitions. heart, XC, whereas h2 cculd ſay 

in 
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in the preſence of the Lord it was done in 
his fear, &c. and: Harriſon Cants moſt 7: 75: 
profoundly of hs feeling the Terrors of 
the preſence of the Loyd, that was with hts 
Servant in thoſe days , (and however it 
ſeem'd good to him to ſuffer this turn at 
preſent) he believd ere long it would be 
made known from heaven , there was more *- 5 
of God tn it than men were aware of. At 
which bla/phemous rate, all the reſt, more 
or leſs, went on, to charge heaven with 
their infernal Deeds; ſo that ſince that 
of the Jews, there is no Record extant of 
ſuch a Body of Mex ſo Helliſhly poffeſs'd ; 
which I ſhall have occaſion further on 
to take notice of more particularly. 
There 1s one thing more | preſume it | 
may nor be improper to acquaint the Reg- 
der, among the tormer Informations ; that 
however the Gou&ment took care, that 
their Tryals ſhould be taken in ſhort hand,

they aſſure the Reader of great Veracity 
in the whole performance , yet many 
times 1n relating what they Spake , or 
Pray'd, 'us uſher'd in with that common 
Salvo, to this effeff ; and whoever will 
have patience to read over what 1s there 
related of, or by them, cannot imagine 
how any one, unlcſs truly I-ſpir d, not 
a Fanatick Pretender, whoſe Memortes 
generally are as weak as tne judgments, 
ſhould carry off , ſuch abominable Pre- 
{umptions, and Religious Detuſions, where 
with every one of them , according to 
that account, were undoubtedl; poſleſs'd ; 
None of the Primitzve Martyrs lett the 
World with ſo much Aſſurance, and Self-

This Fanatick Legend of 'the Regicides, 
with the foremention'd+Tryals', one of 
which proves them tlie mot impudent 
Traytors ever ſubverted Government ; the 
other the moſt deſperate 'Enthuſinſts ever 
abus'd Religion, are ſo cull'd and fallify*d 
by this our Author , as to perſwade the 
World they were true Patriots, and great 
Saints; with how little reafon I ſhall 
make appear by a particular Survey of his 
Charatters ; and with the greater Brevity, 
becauſe theſe general Remarks, have gone 
very far therein.

he was reſpeted throughout the K/zng- 
dom, none could better expreſs than him- 
ſelf, who in a Speech he made to prevent 
the Diſſolution of that fatal long Parlia- 
ment, and finding 1t ineffeftual, conclu- 
ded thus, Being your pleaſure to have it ſo, Try.p. 87. 
I know zot how to hinder it, but when done 
I know not where to biae this hated head of 
mine, And, indeed, it was the caſe of 
them all. 

John Jones, and Gregory Clement, leeing 
what the others had ſaid was to little pur- 
poſe, confeſs'd the Fact, and were aeclar d 
Guilty, ſaith our Author, but is miſtaken _ 
here too, whether wilfully, or otherwilc, 
let his Friends reſolve; to be ſure Jores 
Pleaded, confeſling he ſat ſome days, but 
_ did not malitiouſly contrive the K/zng's 
Death ; whereas his hand and /eal being 
prov d to the Warrant for Execution, he 
then cry'd Peccavs, and put himſelf upon 
the Lord, and that Honourable Court, which 
not having the deſired effect of. Life ; at 
their Executions they both Recapted their 
pleading Guilty, or begging Pardon, and 
ſo went oft; an exact teſtimony of Fa- 
natick Sincerity, What he ſaith turther 
of Jones being 4 Gentleman, of 4 compe- 
rewt Eſtate, and conſiderable Service for 
the Publick Cauſe, ſtands thus :

His firſt entrance. into the World, if 
common report may be credited, was as 
Sir Thomas Midd/etons Man , for that I 
find his Appellation 1n all- the Prints of 
thole times : and 'tis further ſaid , that 
by his inducement Sir Thomas engap,d on 
the Rebel fide; but bis grand advance 
was by marrying Cromwel!'s Siſter, who 
fnding him withall a_Zealows Brother, 
made up of Fadion, Seditton, and Inſo- 
lence, countenancd him accordingly in 
all his Deligns ; for he was not only Go- 
vernor Of Anzleſy, but Contreller-General 
of all the Honett Gentlemen in North- 
Wales. Afterwards he was remov'd into 
Ireland, where he behav'd himſelf as Ser- 
wants uſe todo when got into Dominion, 
with a moſt Tyraxnical Arbitrarineſs, no 
leſs moroſe, and ſevere than Ludlow him- 
ſelf, who otherwiſe would not have com- 
mended, a Relation, and Creature of 
Cromwell's. 

And becauſe he tells us of Gregory Cle- 
ment's being a Merchant, I ſhall relate 
this Paſſage, and then let the World judge 
of bis zregrity, honeſty, how urki for a 
Pablick, who bchav'd himſelf fo unwar- 
rhily in a Private truſt. He was Ap- 
prentice to one Mr. Hukely a Spaniſh Mer- 
chant, who, when his time was out,advisd 
him to try his Fortune in the Eait-Inaies, 


and 
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and for his incouragement lent him 500 /. 
upon his ſingle Bozd; perhaps be might 
have ſomerhing .more of his owa, but 
that was ſaid to be his principal Fur, 
which he ſo well manag'd, as to return 
about the beginning of our Tro»bles with 
an Advance of & or gooo /. which made 
him, not only conſiderable upon the Ex- 
change , but a Recruiter at Weſtminſter, 
when moſt honeft men were gone, or 
forc'd away. Art what time his Maſter. 
dy'd I omitted to enquire, but leaving 
only two Daughters, the Gentleman who 
married the E/deſt engag'd on the Kzxe's 
{ide, and ſo could not come to Loxdoz till 
the War was over, then he addreſſed 
himſelf to Clement, and hop'd he would 
not demurr to pay ſo juſt and fortunate 
a Debt , which notwithftanding he did 
continually Shuffle, and pyt him off, and 
that with ſo much infolence, as once upon 
the Exchange to bid him Kzſs his B-—. 
When the caſe was ſo alter'd, as this Mer- 
ehaxt came to lie in the Dungeon at New- 
gate 1n order to his Execution, the Gentle- 
man apply'd hunfelf to him there, where 
he found him at the Common Cazt of all 
the Crew, that he had made his Peace 
with God, and the World, and deſir'd he 
would not diſturb him with any temporal 
concerns, he told him how little true 
is Peace 
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Peace could be expected with God, when 
ſo unjuſt to Man, with. much more to 
the like, tho! very little, purpoſe, for the 
obſtinate Wretch perfever'd in his vain 
Preſumptions, 'and even at the Gallows 
declar'd what great Aſſurances he had, 
tho' the Gentleman, mounted among the 
Guard, told him there ot his unjult gea/- 
zng, which he card not to take notice of, 
and ſo went. off, an horrid inltance of Fa- 
watick Deluſion. 

Mr. John Cook takes the next turn, his 
Dear Friend, and fcllow Governor in Tre- 
land, where he was Lord Chief Fuſtice, 
and otherwiſe had a great influence upon 
Civil Aﬀairs ; yet 1 do not find he was [9 
{queamiſh as our Author, but continu'd in 
his Poſt under Cromwell, What he ſaith 
of his Parts, and Gentile. Education {hall 
be acknowledg'd true; yer could they 
not advance him 1a practice, ſo as to keep 
him out oi ſome Neceſſities which fat un- 
eaſie upon him ; and this, not only his 
Acquaintance thought put him upon that 
fatal Employ of Sollicitor to that preten- 
ded H:2h Court of Juſtice, but he cwns 
here 2t his Iryal, 'twas - Avaritid non 
Malitii, what he ſpake was for his Fee, 
and that he hop'd the Jury would take 


into Conlideration, whereto both the 


Sollicitor-General and Lord Chief Baron 
reply'd, 
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reply'd, that as no man can have a Law- 
ful Calling to purſue the Life of his Ring, 
ſo for a provate Perſon , tho" he only in- 
tends. to beat «a man, yet if he dies there- 
upon, in Law ts Murder : and. the like 
Replies were made' to the many! other 
Allegations Cook very ingenioutly urg'd in 
his Defence, with ſo much Camdor, . and 
Reſpet#, as well as. Law and Reaſon, that 
tt would be moſt unpardonable 1n any 
body but our Author, who makes it his 
conſtant practice, to give ſo partial a re- 
latzon.,. as to. ſet 'forth. the three Articles 
hs Inditement was reduc'd to, with a briet 
account of Cook's Plea, withour the leaſt 
Syllable of what both Council and Coart 
nts 'd in anſwer to every particular, ſo 
full and ſatisfaftory, and yet withall fo 
fair and eaſe, as I never read any thing 
of that kind more diverting ; Indeed, all 
the Gent/emen of the Long. Robe, knowing 
the Priſoxzer to be a man of Parts, and 
tor ſeveral years vers'din Buſineſs, ſzem'd 
to exert themſelves above their Perfor- 
mances at other Tryals, and let him ſe 
the moſt artfull flouriſbes, could not pal- 
liate ſo foul an 4, or he alledge any 
thing by way of Extenuation, they were 
not able to render frivolous , and falle, 
with one ſingle breath ; ſo that after the 
greateſt Liberty ever vouchſafed any 
Perſon 
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Perſon in thoſe Circumſtances, he was 


forc'd to acknowledge their Patiente int 
hearing him, and that their Lordſbips had 


juſtly ſtated both the Councils Proofs , 


and bu Anſwers, if they laid afide thoſe 
Adts, Orders, or Authorities , whereby he 
did at that time Conſcientiouſly aft; and 


thought to be born out, &c. And being told 


that aggravated the matter fo as to War- 
rent the Authority , he delit'd not to be 
mittaken, meaning only in point of High 
Treaſon, ſo that it ſeems he would have 
gladly come oft with a M:/demeanor, Miſ- 
priſion , or ſomething of that kind, to 
have ſecur'd his Life : Which failing, at 
his Execution he ated the proper part of 
the Party, would be telling what a Glo- 
riows work the Lord had actcompliſh'd upon 
his Spirit , which was to aſſure him he 
need not repent of any thing he had done, 
but own it as thecauſe of God, and Chriſt,&Cc. 
In ſhort, none of the Pack went off more 
deeply plung'd 1a Emthuſiaſm, the furies 
and folies of Fanatick Deluſion. 

This Lawyer was accompany'd with a 
Divize, of their Congregational way 5 the 
moſt impudent Buffooz that ever re- 
proach'd any Profeſion, Sacred, or other, 
Huh Peters, upon whom it was prov'd 
thar he had made it his conſtant buſineſs 
to Blaſpheme God and the Kjag in his 
Palptt 
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Pulpit Scurrilities,” during the Pageantry of 
that horrid'Tryal ;/ and otherwite became 
ſo vile a Property to their many dark and. 
bloody Deſigns , as one would thiak the 
Devil had Commiſſion'd him to be his 
Repreſentative, 1n aCting that diſmall Tra- 
geay : yet being now to make his Plea, 
that Inferxal Fiend had ſo far lefe him 
deſtitute of that briskneſs of Wit ,, and 
preſence of Mind, at other cimes: his only 
talent, as he could ſcarce reply to any 
one particular Allegation, bur declar'd in 
general that all was falſe, with ſo ſence» 
teſs a Stupidity, as to become the objett 
of their Pitz, who molt abhorr'd his abo- 
minable Pradices. 

In the ſame manner he weat off at his 
Execution, where he was ſo far from be- 
ing animated with courage, as our A- 
hor affirms, that Cook himkelf could ol:- 
ferve, Flere i « poor Brother coming, 1 
am afraid that he i pot fit to die at this 
time, &c, alrho* he had endeavour'd to 
put what courage he could into him, for 


they tell us he ſaid, Come, Brother Ferers, Paſſages, | 


let us knock at Fleaven gate this Mornin 
Goa will open the Doors of Eternity to us 
before T welve of the Clock, &c. but Peters 
who had acted a Part too long, could 
not bear up in this laſt dilmall Scexe, no - 
intoxicating Draught, whereof tis ſaid he 
had 
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had taken very largely, could ſilence the 
Terrors of {0 great a Guilt ; tho it had 
been the whole courſe of his life to foo! 
others, he could not now foo! himſelf. 
'Tis likewiſe an egregious falſhood in 
the account Ludlow pives of his Life , 
That he had been a Miniſter in England 
for many years, lill forcd away by Arch- 
biſbop Laud's Superſtitions, &c. he was 
never 1n our Church , but ſometime at 
Cambridge, where he was ſo Inſolent, and 
Leud,as to be Whipt 1n the Regent 5s Walk, 
(a Puniſhment ſcarce ever inflicted upon 
any ſince, nor perhaps as long time be- 
fore) the moſt Publick place in that Unz- 
 werſity, and fo Expell'd for ever. Now 
as this affront, according to his Eftima- 
tion , always rankled in his eavenom'd 
Mind , {0 it rendred him very accep- 
table to the Godly Party, as they term'd 
themſelves, who very much delighted in 
his Sarcaſtical Libels againſt our Govern- 
ment both Ecclefiaſtical,and Civil : Never- 
thneleſs fearing to come under a ſecond 
Laſh, he kepr himſelf abroad, in Holland 
ſometime, but moſtly in New England ; 
till the Independents, deligning to under- 
mine Presbytery, {eat for him, who came 
accompany'd with ſeveral young Diſci- 
ples of his own Tutoring, lo managing 


the Army by his Cant and Buffoonry, as. 
he 


Ws. 

he became Cromwell's Zane, {0 neceſſary a 
fool, as the work could not have.gone.on 
without him, for he aCted ſeveral Parts 
beſides that of Chaplain, ſometimes Co/. 
ſometimes Agzitator, and whatever elſe 
would advance his Patroz's Deſigns and 
our Confuſions,. and therefore 'tis much 
Ludlow took notice of him, being ſo much 
the U/urper's creature; but his deep en- 
gapements 1n the Royal Blood, expiated 
for his other failings on the Common- 
wealth fide. I {hall only add further,that 
upon the Reſtauration, he was. diſcover'd 
by one of thoſe Confidents he brought out, 
of New England, ſeiz'd upon in Bed with 
another man's Wife, which his Party 
indeed would have for the better conceal- 
ment of himſelf, tho' they could not bur 
know, how much his Spirit was addicted 
to the Fleſh. 

Axtell and Hacker came next, who 
Guarded that confounded Court, and the 
King to it, ſet on the Solaters to cry ſor 
Jaſtice, &c. and for thele Reaſons were 
charg'd with compaſſing his, the Kyne's 
Death: Axtel{ made many long Harangues 
all to the ſame purpoſe, That he was 4 
Commiſſion Officer, and oblig'd to obey his 
Superior s Orders, and fo ran back to the 
ſeveral Generals, Eſſex, Mancheſter, and 
Fairfax, from whom he received his Com- 
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miſſion , as they did theirs from | Lords 
and_Commons ; altho' upon enquiry , all 
his-Orders in this Bloody Scene were from 
Cromwell and Ireton ; The Court ſuffering 
themſelves a long time to be teas'd with 
theſe Tamtolopres, in the end told him, 
That neither the General, nor Lords and 
Commons ought to be obey'd in any unjuſt 
thing, much leſs taking away the Life 
of their King ; and this Ludlow (tyles their 
being neceſſitated to fly to their old Refuge 
of queſtioning the Authority by which be 
afted, as if that were not firſt to be en- 
quir'd into in all A#tions both perſonal 
and real, What he further calls a ffrong 
unheard of Doftrine, That no Perſon, nor 
Community, nor People have any Coercive 
Power over the King, 1s a continu'd Spe-. 
cimen of his ſupercilions Arrogance, and 
would he have mention'd the Precedents 
Sir O. Bridgman quoted , the Aſſertion 
would have appear'd much to the pur- 
poſe, and the Jury been juſtify d in that 
they made no Difficulty of brinzing him in 

Guilty. | 
Hacker being preſent at the former's 
Iryal, ſaw how fruitleſs it would be to 
make the ſame Allegations, and he had 
no other, beſides he ſeem'd to be the 
dulleſt of them all in their common knack 
of Canting, for that he only read a Speech 
at

at his Execution of ten or twelve Lines, 
and then deſired that Axtell would be both 
their mouths toGod in Prayer. 

'Tis likewiſe falſe that the Courr being 
ſenſpble of an injury done to Hewlet in find- 


ing him Guilty, for that it was made Fury 


the Common Hangman cut off the King's 
Head, procur d his: Pardon : for the Lord 
Chief Baron told the Jury, That if they 
found him to be one of them in a Frock, 
tho he did not the Fatt, it was a clear teſtt- 
mony of his imagining and compaſſing the 
Death of the Kyjng, and this was not only 
prov'd by ſeveral, but from his own coz- 
feſſion, That if he was to db it again, he 
wonld do it. The Pardon therefore was 
the immediate effe&t of His Majeſty's gra- 
cious Clemency, what effeCt it had I have 
not heard, 'tis probable no better than 
upon others.

Henry Marten and Ludlow, were two 


of as different Tempers and Conſtitutions 
as can be well ſuppos'd, the former a 
witty debonatr Companion , who made 
Drinking and Whoring the delight of his 
Soul ; the other of a hanughty moroſe diſpo- 
ſitton, rigid and ſevere as a Scotch Cove- 
nenter ; yet theſe two in the Houſe al- 


ways hunted in the ſame Couples, proſe- 


cuted the moſt deſperate Courſes which 
at any time came under debate, right- 
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down Levellers, nothing would ſerve 
them but a Community of wealth and wo- 
en ; wherein Marte mult be own'd to 
have reaſon, for that having ſquandred 
away an Eſtate of ſeveral Thouſand pounds 
per Annum, beſides Plunder , and other 
Gratuitics, wherewith theſe juit Repre- 
ſentatives oblig'd each other , he could 
not think of a better way to ſupply his 
Luxury, than out of other men's Stocks ; 


- to whieh purpoſe be writ a Book, calld 


England's Troublers Troubled, wherein all 
Rich men are declared Enemzes to the 
Mean; Lords and Gentry, Clergy and Law- 
yers, mult come 1nio one Common Fund, 
whereof too, i preſume he intended ro be 
7reaſurer, and then it could not fail to 
be well diiposd of. And that this might 
be reduc'd to Practice, in his own County 
of Berks, whoſe worthy Repreſentative 


he was, he forbad the people to ſtand bare 


at a Stfſions in 48, or pay Homage ana Fe- 
alty to their Lords : yet at the ſame time 
he Plunarea them of wy Horſes, Goods, 
Money, &C. unaer pretence of ſerving the 
State , and beat thoſe that defended their 
own ©: In fine, there was not a more Imm- 
moral, Profane Wretch ever breath'd up- 
on earth than this Martex, who never- 
theleſs being a Commonwea/ths-man, and 
cf as inveterate a ſvite againſt the good 
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King as this Author, he, who moſt un- 
deſervedly eſcapd with his Life, of a Do- 
zen more, Iryd at the ſame time, muſt 
be {ingled out for two or three maggotty 
Evaſions, which nothing but a Coxre of 
unwearied temper would have born with; 
tor he tells us whereas others confeſs d the 
Guilt, but not the Malice ; he confeſs'd the 
Fact, but not the Guilt ; which was julti- 
tying the thing as all the former had 
done, in a more Impudent Buffooning way. 
This D:/tiz&1op of his the Lord Chief Ba- 
708 reply'd to very ſeriouſly, but the 
Solrcitor-General ridicul'd it moſt deſer- 
vedly : neither was there any thing in 
what he further urg'd, that all Fatts were 
to be aenominatea from their Circumſtances ; 
was that a new Notion ? or any ways 
applicable 1n his Caſe ? whoſe were the 
moſt aggravating of any in the whole 
Pack. His addreſſing himſelf trom the 
Council to the Jury ſtood him likewiſe in 
as little ſtead, for hu thinking that a Houſe 
of Commons, when he preſum'd the Court 
did not ſo, which ſhould the Jury more 
incline to believe ? an Authority of his 


own making, as the Solicitor briskly Trya!, 
told them, or not rather condemn him *: #5” 


tor making that Authority ; as they moſt 
jultly did, 
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In thoſe Familiar Epiſtles which this 
Devotee of Venus writ to his Lady of Plea- 
ſure, there is likewiſe a Letter in Juſt ifi- 
cation of the Kjnz's Murder , penn'd it 
ſeems before he came in, and had it come 
out before his Trya/, we might have ſeen 
how witty he would have been upon the 
Gallows, for *tis written 1n his uſual b«f- 
fooning way, without any thing of /olid 
Argument , or real thought, which our 
Aathor alone extols him for. All 1ndifle- 
rent Judpes tell us, he had addicted him- 
ſelf ſo much to a pleaſant humor of Ra/- 
lying, as they queſtion'd whether he could 
have been ſerious, had he come to the 
Execution of his juſtly deſerved Sexternce ; 
'tis great pity 1t was not tryd. And by 
whar good luck he eſcap'd that end I am 
next to relate, the better to refell ano- 
ther groſs miſtake of our Authors, not to 
term it worſe, who poſitively tells us, 
The Convention made no proviſion for the 
ſecuring his , Marten's Life, or the veſt 
aecoy d into a Surrender, whereas they 
paſs'd an At, that however Condemw'd , 
Execution ſhould be ſuſpended till another 
Aft of Parliament to that purpoſe : Which 
accordingly was the firſt thing under 
Debate in that of 6x. where the whole 
dozen were Secur d for Life, even Marten 
t00, tho with greateſt difficulty, by rea- 
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jon of his inſolent Deportment at Tryal, 
but having ſome Relations of Honor and 
Qaality , they were unwilling to have 
{uch a blemiſh lie upon their Family, and 
tound out this peaſant Stretagem to pre- 
vent it; when Martez came to be conſi- 
derd it was deciar'd on all hands none 
more deſery'd to die ; whereupon a Gen- 
teman, 10 the Intrigue, ſtood up and ſaid 
he was as much for hanging him as any 
other Member, only fear'd having ſo ratten 
a Carcaſs, his Limbs would fall aſunder 
and diſappoint the Gallows ; which humor 
being ingenioully proſecuted , 'twas con- 
cluded 1a the end, he ſhould rot out the 
remainder of his Lzife in the Gaol. And 
accordingly he was ſent to the Iſle of 
Wight, Carisbrook-Caſtle, I preſume, with 
Hevingeham; from thence brought back to 
Windſor, which was not a little regretted 
by many Loyal Gentlemen, that they 
ſhould have Liberty to walk over the 
Corps of that Sovereign they had Mur- 
der'd, and among them an Honeſt blunt 
Scotch Knight underſtanding they were ._ 
remov'd for better Air, plainly told the 
Kz#ng, they thought the Iſle of Wight 
Air good enough for his Father, and rhe 
worſt Air in Hell was too good for ſuch 
Rogues as they : Hereupon they were re- 
mov'd, Marten to Chepſtow Caſtle in Mon- 
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monthſbire, where he lingred out his days 
with an ordinary Competency from ſome 
who had trick'd themſelves into his E- 
ſtate, and other Friends, to the Year $0. 
the 78. of his Age, the longer doubtleſs 
for being debarr'd the profuſeneſs of his 
former Epicuriſm, yet all this without 
the leaſt improvement, under ſuch great 
alterations of condition, and ſevere checks 
of Proviaence; for if we may believe the 
Epitaph he made of himſelf a little before 
his Death, he went off with as little 
ſence of a future State, as he continu'd 
here in dchance of all Virtue, Loyalty, and 
Religion. 
What our Author next fal's upon of 
this kind 1s with more- than ordinary rc- 
orct, that a Trium-virate of his fellow 
Out-Laws were ſeiz'd. upon in Holland, 
and from thence ſent home to receive the 
ju{t Reward of their Trea/ſons , the fir(t 
he empties his gall upon is Sir George 
Dowzirg, who as the King's Miniſter 
there, laid the Scene ſo as to {ecure them, 
whoſe baſeneſs .he aggravates by telling 


- he had been Okey's Chaplain, kindly enter- 


tain'd by him, and rcceiv'd many Obliga- 
tions from him; all which the Fattions 
molt virulently charg'd upon him from 
the beginning, and he as little regarded, 
for being by Monk's recommendation con- 
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tinu'd in the ſame imployments he had 
under Cromwell, far which he had then 
contracted an implacable enmity from all 
the Rampers, he reſolv'd to be aforchand 
with them, by hanging as many as poſſi- 
ble out of the way, who he was ſure if 
once more ia Power, would do the like 
by him. For Gratitude he had convers:d 
too long among them, not to know how 
little it was regarded when Intereſt ood 
10 competition ; neither indeed 'can there 
be a greater abſurdity, than for any of 
taat /cvez to recriminate thereupon, who 
fo treacheronſly undermin'd each other in 
their ſeveral Turns ; and altogether ex- 
prelsd an 7ngratitude great as Hell, for 
their too general Indemnity. 

He continues his charge againſt the bar- 
barous part the Szates acted 1n this conjun- 
A ure,who contrary toa Fundamental Maxim 
in their Government to receive and protedt 
all, &C. contributed as much as in them lay 
to the deſtruttion of theſe Gentlemen; that 
they contributed any thing to the ſeizing 
of them 1s abſolutely falſe, but were much 
vex dat it, tho' when done could not pre- 
vent it; Sir George had formerly attempted 
ſeveral ſuch Straglers, and the States had 
freely given him Orders to ſecure them ; 
but withall took ſuch care that before he, 
or his Meſſengers came there, the Bras 
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This was the firſt time he 


were flown. 


_ outwitted them, and I dare ingage had 


he continu'd there Forty years 1t ſhould 
have been the laſt. However, I find this 
Aathr elſewhere affirming, that Intereſt 
15 their darling Maxim, and there is none 
who know them,doubts it ; ſeeing there- 
fore ſo great a Revolution in England , 
the Royal Family reſtor'd, to which they 
had not been over kind from the begin- 
ning of their Troables, and now entring 
into an Alliance with that Crows, ic mult 
really have broke all thole Meaſzres, and 
violated the Laws of Narzons to prohibit 
their Trapſportation,when {eiz'd,yet many 
of their People were very mad for this ; 
their Governors conſiderd better, that 
however they permit their Country to be 
a Common Receptacle for the Refuſe of 
all Mazkizd, yet that, in ſuch extraor- 
dinary Caſes, muſt be ſuperſeded to the 
juſt, and reaſonable Demands: of their 
Neighbours : Rebels and Onut-laws are Beaſts 
of prey, and when upon purſuit they 
eſcape out of one Royalty, the next ſhould 
take the A/arm,either hunt them away,or 
upon ſeizure deliver them up, neither 
can it be'expected any Prixce ſhould en- 
cer into an Alliance upon other terms ; 
and when tis their own: concern, none 
ſtand more poſitively upon it than the 
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Hollanders ;, to give an inſtance, when 
the Seiur Kutvoit, Trump's Brother-in- 
Law, who upon Bsats folly, De Witt 
\ diſcover'd to be againſt his Fain, as 
this Author relates, p. 194. but eſcap'd 
out of his clutches, into Emg/and, would 
upon the Treaty by no means be permit- 
ted to return into his own Conrtry, but 
was forc'd to continue here ſeveral years, 
for ought I know till that grand turn 
which causd De Witt's Maſſacre. And 
perhaps our Moxarchy hath ſuffer'd not 
a little for being leſs ſevere in ſuch 
Caſes. 

The firſt our Author mentions of his 
three unhappy Brethren 1s Miles Corbet, a 
(rentleman of an Ancient Family in Nor- 
tolk, and ſo indeed he was, but proving a 
wither d Branch, the Old Stock by degrees 
periſhed, and came to nothing. His Ne- 
phew Sir Thomas wes a worthy Loyal Gen- 
tleman, kept this old Dotard trom defiling 
himſelf with his Soverezgn's Blood till the 
laſt day, for fear the Eztaz/ ſhould be cut 
oft from his Children, according to his 
own conſeffion ; but then the Dewi! with 
his own as Helliſh Zeal, ſpurd him on 
both to Sit, and Sign : And 'tis probable 
upon this inducement , Sir Tho. parted 
with the Seat of his Family, which to 


my knowledge he did, and was very 
kind 
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kind to his Szffers with their Deſcengents. 
For his Deportment in Ireland, our Au- 
thor 15 too partial to be credited, becauſe 
we have fo odd an account of his carriage 
in the Houſe of Commons, where he was 
Inquiſitor-General tothe Committee of Exa- 
minations, having found an Expeaient to 
Purge both Houſes of ſuch Members as the 
Army, or Independents diſlik'd, without let- 
ting them know either their Charge, or Ac- 
cuſers, which the Hiſtory of Independency 
rerms a kind of Hangman's Office, and 


that he took d more like a Hangman, than 


the Hanoman himſelf; tis true likewile 
he was conſtantly call'd Corbet the Jew, 
much reſembling that Natioz both in 
Counteaance, and Actions. 

The next 1s Barkſteaa, a Citizen and 
Goldſmith iz London , faith our Author, 
as if he had becn a Baxker of Thouſands ; 
whereas the Workers in that Trade are 
of as airty and laborious a Profeſſion as 
Country Blackſmiths, and take as much 
Pains for a ſmall Livelihood : This fel- 
low's chiet Imploy was to make Silver 
Thimbles, whereby he might become en- 
cear'd to the Siſterhood, to be ſure he was 
Second to Vex 1n leading up the Mob to 
threaten, and force the Parliament, ay, 
and Kzyg too, when matters did not go 
aiter their humors ; and thus ſetting for- 
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ward the War, when begun, he had his 
advance 1n it, where nevertheleſs he paſs'd 
for a very ſhallow Mortal, but continuing 
a zealous Pretender, and withall very offi- 
cious to his Maſter Cromwell, he - conti- 
nu'd him a Too! upon all occaſions ; as I 
remember made him one of his Lords ; 
not ſo deſerved an Advance, as here at 
the Gallows. 

The laſt is Okey, whom our Author 
will have a C:tizex of London too, as if 
he ' had made ſome great figure there ; 
whereas he was Modeſter, and declar'd, 
He was the leaſt of the Families in Iſrael, 
ana he the leaſs of that. Firſt , he be- 
long'd to a Brew-houſe as Dray-mas ; after 
that a poor Chandler near Lyons-Kyy ; 
but betaking himſelf to the Sword, upon 
our Cv Diſtractions, he appear'd a man 
of Sence, and Courage, which cultivared 
by Ation and Experience, rendred him 
one of the beſt Officers among them. 
That he was poſleſs'd with the common 
Cant of the Cauſe, and wholly given over 
to their Izſpiration-Follies, and very zea- 
lous therein, cannot ſeem ſtrange, for 
that he never had any other Converſa- 
tion 3 and the Succeſs God curs'd them 
and the Nation withall, was a corrobo- 
rating Argument to their deluded Minds 
of a Rignteous Undertaking : yet after all, 
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no one of the whole Party carried him- 
ſelf ſo like a Gentleman, and a Chriſtian 
as this Okey ; which not being for our 
Author's deſign to mention, I ſhall take 
notice of, from that very account the 
Brotherhood hath given of his final Exit, 
in theſe following inſtances. r. As to 
the Death of the Kzze, he declar'd him- 
* ſelf to be none of the Council which 
* ſat about it ; knew nothing of the 
* J#ages , nor of his name being there 
* till done ; that he ſat but once or twice, 
* pray'd for him, as for himſelf, as he 


' © had done for this King (then Regnant 
d 


* Charles 11.) and look'd upon 1t as his 
* Duty todo ſo. 2. That tho” he doubt- 
* ed not a Reſurreition of the Canſe he had 
* engag'd in, (thorongh-pac'd Enthuſiaſm) 
© yet would he leave this with all his 
* Brethren, and Friends, that they ſhould 
© keep their Places, wait upon God, and 
* rather ſuffer, than do any thing to de- 
* liver themſelves, by indire&, and un- 
* juſt ways. 3. That if His Majeſty had 
* been pleas'd to have given him his Life; 
* or if he had heard time enough of the 
* Proclamation, to come over, he would, 
* through the Bleſſing of God, have liv'd 
* quietly, and rather ſ{uffer'd, than done 
* any thing againſt the Law of the Land: 


* 4+ That whoever had proceeded againſt 
* his 
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* his Life, even to his quondam Chaplain, 
* and thoſe in Follsnd, who had engag'd 
_ © otherwiſe to his Friends, he forgave as 
© freely, as he defir'd God to forgive him. 
5, His laſt words were, Andit ſhal} be 
* my Prayer now, that God would give 
* you Peace and Truth, and ſcarter them 
* that ade/ight in Blood and War. Theſe 
are ſome of thoſe many wholeſom-gd- 
vices he left among them, arguing ſo 
much of a good intention, a pious well 
diſpoſed mind, as 'tis much the Fenaticks 
have not expung'd him their Kalexder, 
for expreſſing himſelf ſo diretly con- 
trary to what the reſt of their Party 
profels'd and prattis'd, both Living, and 
Dying. 

Sir Henry Vane, who brings up the 
Rear in this Black Lift, according to 
courſe of time, deſerves likewiſe that 
Preference as the Coryphens of Fanati- 
ciſm, right down znſpiration-Mad, 1o fu- 
rious a Bigot for whatever came upper- 
molt in his freakiſb head, that the com- 
mon Appellation men gave him was, 
Sir Humerous Vanity, His Father, and 
he, were doubtleſs two the moſt ungrate- 
ful Servants to Good K. Charles ever ad- 
vancd by Prince, and each of them qua- 
lify'd with Parts, and Intereſt to carry on 
whatever defigns 'they engag'd in, oe 
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the old one was more cautious, and fore- 
ſeeing what Fate his So would come to, 
like a cunning YVulpoxe, ſetled the Eſtate 
he had got from the Crown upon his 
Granachildres. That there was any thing 
of the like caution in the other, tho he 
kept out of that curſed Court which con- 
demned the Az7g, 1s hard to conceive; 
ſio@& none conducd more to the bringing 
him thither , and when taken off, more 
zealouſly forward to Eſtabliſh their new 
Commonwealth ; yet in ſome of his Pa- 
pers, that abſence of his is inſiſted upon, 
as if he hopd it might help at a dead 
pinch : whereas all his other actions dil- 
cover'd ſo much of Republican rancour, 
that it was thoughr fire might be as well 
permitted to continue in Thatch, as he Live 
at Liberty 1n any thing of a Monarchy; and 
when upon that great Revolution, it was 
diſcover'd, whatever Lud/ow {aith to the 
contrary, he had been tampering with 
{ome Malecontents of the Army,and others, 
in order to treſh Diſturbances, the Govern- 
ment thought fit to confine him, where 
he continud more thana year, and then, 
whether upon his own mot:on by right 
of Habeas Corpus, or otherwiſe, 1 cannot 
diſcover, was brought to Trya/, with 
Lambert, and had he behav'd himſelf as 
Lambert did, own'd the Juriſdittion of 
the 
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the Court, confels'd his Cr:me; and begg'd 
Pardon; he might have eſcap'd with 
Lite, as that other, according to the 
Parliament's Petition to His Majeſty : But 
being charg'd with a continud ſeries of 
Treaſons trom the Kzag's Murder to the 
Reſtauration, (altho' in Conrcel told him 
they might have began with the Rebel- 
lion) he abſolutely deny'd they badgany 
Power to try him ; that neither the 
Kzng's Death , nor the Members them- 
if > 7g could diſſolve the Long Parliament, 
whereof he being one, no inferior Court 
could call him in queſtion, with ſo many 
Cavils tor Arreſt of Judgment, Councel, 
and what not, as would have continu'd 
his Tal till Doomſday, could he have 
liv'd ſo long, and his Breath held our, 
which never fail'd him, nor words nei- 
ther, tho' moſt incoherently put toge- 
ther. Hu Tryal was Printed by his Par- 
t3,with ſeveral Speeches, Memorandums,&c. 
his Deportmext before he went, and upon 
the Scaffold; as likewiſe many Additional 
Diſcourſes of Politicks, Divinity, &c. ma- 
king a pretty large Quarto, the complea- 
teſt body of Enthuſiaſm I ever ſaw, tend- 
ing to this main end, That in Right of 
Teſus Chriſt, and hu People, twas juſtifiable 
to ſtand np apainſt any Crovernment, Con- 
troll, and Subverr at Pleature. in like 
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manncr/he would have run on at his Exe- 

cution, and becauſe not ſ{uffer'd to defend 

the Treaſons he had for 20 Years toge- 

cher continually acted , woul:| have it a 
violation of every Free-boru Engliſhman's 

Right. But then tor his Ke/zgrows deport- 

ment, he declar'd to have ſuch Signs of 

Special Salvation, they are the very words 

of tys Prayer, as to aſſure himſelf a place 

no lower than the Right hand of eſs 

Chriſt : St. Pau! was but a weak Brother 

11 compariſon to him, who after many 

years labour in the Goſpel could not pro- 

miſe himſelf to have attaind, or were at- 

ready made perfect, ©, whereas this Com- 
monrealth Apoſtle, ict the Crown upon his 

Tres! of head, the firlt day of bis Spiritual Birth, 
Sir if and even whilſt here in the Body was made 
== partaker of Eternal Life in the firſt fruits 
of it. But why ſhould we mention 
St. Paul, when 1n his lait ggony he fo 
Blaſphemouſly emulated our Bleſſed Sa- 
viour himfſclt ; for inſtead of a Lord hawe 
mercy on my Soul ; Chriſt Jeſus recerve my 
Spirit; or the l:tke; we are told his very 
talt words of all at the Block were as 
tolloweth, Father glorifie thy Servant in 
P. 55. the fight of men, . that he may Glorifie thee, 
in the diſcharge of his Daty to thee, and to 

his Cowtry. Could any ting but Hell 

inſpire a man at this rate? yet all his 
Specches 
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Speeches and- Prayers are.more or leſs:ane 
--— Rhapſoay of ſuch. ubominable 
Stuft. & [q- * 
-E-{hall mebtion ſomething. of his Tem 


poral Conceras,. partly, for that our 445 


thor's. relation 'is as oppoſite to. truth-as 
one Fo/e to-the other; Sir Henry Vane; 
ſar he, wes a Gentleman of an Ancient 
Family in the County of Durham ; whereas 
the, Family they were of , was direaly 
South, either in Ker, or Eſſex, as Tam 
inform'd, till the 0/4 Fellow, having well 


flee d himſelf at Court, mov'd Northward, 
upon this occaſion. Raby-Caftle was in 


the Crown, one of the fineſt Royalties 41 
tne North of England, afhgn'd King 
Charles, with other Lands when Prixce 


of Wales, for the ſupport of his Family : 


When come to the Crows, the Parliament 
not ſupplying.him co carry .on the Sp 
niſb War, as they bad promis'd both his 
Father. and Self, he was oblig'd to aſſign 
it over to ſome C:tizens for a Sum, of 
Money, giving them Power. ro.ktt Lea- 
ſes, &c. Qld Sir Henry knowing this: to 
be a conſiderable Purchaſe., 'agreed with 
the Citizens for their _jgtereſt, and then 
got it: copfhrm'd to him ..by the Kyag, 
upon eahe terms, we may. wel} preſume, 
facilitated too by fome undervaluings, for 
when entertzin'd there 1n his Zxpedrtion 
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againſt the Scots, and finding a magni- 
fcent Strufture, according to that old way 
of Building, he pleaſantly told him, Sir 
Henry, This is more than a heap of Stones. 
When Cromwell gave the Ramp their Qui- 
tus, thoſe few of them who had Country 
Seats retir'd thither, this Hex. the 24. 'his 
Father being a little before Dead, to Raby- 
Caſtle ; where, beczuſe prohibited to do it 
any longer in the Government, he Tyran- 
niz'd over his Tenants and Neighbours, 
obliging the former to take new Leaſes, 
as not allowing thoſe they had' from the 
Citizens ; and ferz'd upon an Eftateto the 
value of 2 260k, per Annam,which had been 
Purchasd by a charitable Gertlemen out 
of the Mannor, and given to:the Pariſh 
of Stazthorp, tor Relief of the Poor, ſup- 
port of the Free School, and repair of the 
Church; with many ſuch-like Arbitrary 
Epmogbnents, according to the plenitude 
of his Self- will d Power. The Peopie we 
may 1magine could not long brook ſuch 
uſage, bur at length took'fo much cou- 
rage as to Petition Crommel/ for -Relief, 
who referr'd it, by eſpecial recommen- 
dation to his Commiſſioners of the Seal, 
and they finding Matter of Fat true, 
did the Baron Right to the great difa- 
tisfaQtion of this Lord Paramornt. 


I have 
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I have been the more particular. in this 
relation upon a double account ; the one 
| ls to clear that great Man the Zarl of 
Strafford, whom I have frequently found 
cenfur'd, by many otherwiſe his ' Admi- 
rers, for taking the Title of Raby to his 
Barony, ſuppoſing it to be old Vaxe's Pa- 
ternal Eſtate, whereas if taken when 
hrſt made a Peer, it was not in his Poſ- 
ſeſſion; if otherwiſe, when Eaz!, the 
original Right continud 1n the Crowp, 
the Kg might diſpoſe of the Honor to 
whom he pleas'd, as he had done before 
of the Eſtate; yet "cis thought the pee- 
viſh old Secretary , for this reaſon, plot- 
ted the ruine of that incomparable Mz- 
ziſter, as both he and his Son, conduc'd 
in many other things to that of their 
Maſter ; may {uch 1ngratitude in due time 
meet witn an Ag of Reſumption. The 
other thing I deſign'd to obſerve from 
the foremention'd relation 1s, that men of 
Commonwealth Principles, whatever noiſe 
they make of the Peoples Right, Liberty, 
Property, &c. where-ever they get into 
Power, and Authority are more 1infolent 
and 4rbitrary than any ſort of Mankind ; 
uneaſie Vezghbours , griping Landlords, 
froward Maſters, exai# from, and impoſe 
upon all they have to do with. And 
this rough ſelf-will'd management of his

own private concerns, 1s an Argument 
ro me, much beyond our A#thor's autho- 
rity, that .the good Condudt of their 
Marine Affairs at that time, muſt pro- 
ceed from others of a more ſedate temper ; 


ſo warm a Brain, and violent Spzrir could 


not do any thing with judgment, and ai/- 
cretion, 1 cannot forbear to mention 
what his Friends tell us of his deport- 

2a after Condemnation, fome perſwa- 
ding him to make Submiſſion to the Kzrg, 
2nd endeavour the obtaining of his Lrfe, 
he faid, IF the Kzng dia not think himſelf 
more coucernud for his Honour, and his 
Word, than he did for his Life, then he 
was williag they ſhould take it ; nay, I de- 
clare, ſaid he, I value my Life leſs in a 
200d Cauſe, than the Kzng can do his Pro- 
z2i{e : with feveral ſuch like Rayrts fo 
abominably extravagant, as if he ſtudied 
to precipitate his own ruine ; but he 
treated God Almighty at the fame impu- 
dent manaer, lo that 'tis hard to reſolve 
whether his B/a/phemies, or Treaſons were 
greateſt ; for both which I preſume it 1s 
that our Author and his Friexds give him 
ſo high a Charaer , commend his Elo- 
quence, Soundneſs of Judgment, Preſence 
of Mina, Gravity, Magnanimity, and what 
crowns all, Conſtant adherence to the Cauſe 


of bis Country; whereas Bedlam would 
afford 
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afford us many of a much more ſteady 
temper ; and Newpate truer Patriots to 
the Natron's Peace, and Welfare. 

Thus have I run over the Legendary 
Relation of our Republican Regicides, as 
laid before us by this 1mpoſing Author, 
wherein nevertheleſs we both agree as to 
Matter of Fact, only what he attributes 
to a good, I will have proceed from=*an 
Evil Spirit; and for Decifion, my ap- 
peal ſhall be to the Reader, whether the 
Word of Truth hath not foretold, That 
ſome might come under ſuch ſtrange Delu- 7o.

and Inſpiration- Follies. Por particular 
Men, there 1s no Difcourſe of Melancholy 
but tells us what freakiſh Conceits the 
ſtrength of /magination hath poſſeſs'd rhem 
withal ; bur for a conliderable part of a 
Nation to be {o carry'd away, we arethe 
only Precedent, and ſure no others will 


H 4 be 
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be ſa mad as to follow us. Since there; 
fore I cannot parallel them with a Party, 
I ſhall do it with a Perſoz or twa 5 and 
begin with that modern Patriarch of Spe- 
culative Atheiſm, Vaninus, who when he 
was condemaed to be burnt, tor that be 
deny*d the Being of a God, and upon the 
firſt ſenſe of Pain, cry'd out, Mon Diex, 
the Flames were ſtopt, and he told, upon 
continuing to own that God now call'd 
upon, his Life ſhoula be ſpar'd : To 
which he repiy'd, They were only words 
of courſe, and he was reſ{olv'd to die in 
defence of his own Cauſe. Now, I pre- 
lume, the A4theift admires this abominable 
Wretch's Courage, as much as Ludlow 
2nd his Friends that of Harriſon, and the 
reſt, and juſt with as much reaſon. But 
to come from no Relizioz to that which 
is almoſt as bad, thoſe Proto-Fanaticks To 
Queen Elizabeth's time, Hacker, Coppinger, 
and Arthington, what execrable Blaſ- 
as did they utter ? even command- 
ing God to Patronize their Deluſions. 

And if our Author conſulted the Hiſtory 

of Reformation among his beloved Swife, 
he might have found at the beginning 
they' {warm'd much with Azabaptiſts, 
however it is at preſent, one of which 
cut off his Brother's Head, in preſence of 
Father and Mother, ſaying, God com- 


manded 
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manded him foto do. And the Lord Chief 
Baron, when he paſs'd Sextence upon the 
Five that were Try'd next after Harriſoz, 
Carew, Scot, Scroop, Jones and Clement, 
told them of one in Shropſhire, who kill'd 
Is Father and Mother, after he had ſought 
of the Lord whether he might do it or Tryals, 
not, very applicable to thoſe Wretches ** *** 
who pretended they had done the fame 
thing, in order to the Murder of the Father 
of their Country ; and thereupon he weat 
on very ptouſly to adviſe them, T hat they 
ſhould try their own Spirits,- and not think 
every Fancy and Imagination to be Con- 
ſcience : There is (faith he) a Spiritual 
Pride, Men may over-run themſelves by 
their own Holineſs, and pretended Revela- 
tions, reſt upon that Self-confidence, and 
miſtake the Devil for an Angel of Light. 
This was good Advice, indeed, too good 
for them ro follow, for they all dy'd as 
they liv'd, under the curled Infatuations 
of a deluded Mind. 

There is but one thing more I ſhall fur- 
ther obſerve, how the whole Current of 
the Rebellion was carry'd on by this 1»ſpi- 
ration-Fraud. The Presbyterians, though 
chey had been all along for their own 
Forms, 1a oppoſition to thoſe of our 
Charch ; yet this Evil Spirit getting 1n 
vogue, fram'd their Pipes — =»\* 

an 
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and b:/ow'd among the reſt : but the Ix- 
dependents, Hugh Peters more-eſpecially, 
with his New-Eng/and Gang, having got 
the Trumpet-Stop , filenc'd them moſt 
profoundly ; nay, which is more, fo pro- 
ed the Knack among the Army, as 
molt of their Officers, even to a Corporat, 
could thunder out Extempore Vonſence, 
Preach and Pray, without knowing what 
they (aid, or defigning to be underitood : 
And thuſe were Cromwell's chiefeit Pro: 
perties, hy whoſe means he made his ad- 
vance,in{omuch as it was oblerv'd he ſcarce 
car'd for any Man that ſpoke Sence, and 
had ſeveral Artifices to diſparage it, but 
molt of allic was abhorc'd 1n their Palpre- 
Carts. The truth of it 1s, a Man of {ound 
Chriſtian Priaciples, and pood Moral Life, 
was as muca Reprobated by them, as the 
Phariſees did all but chemſelves ; and 
could they have fix'd that Dotrine, of Do- 
»inion in Grace, which the Levelling 
Party bid fair for, no Perſoz ſhould have 
bad any Property but themſelves. Bur . 
win Cromwell had attain d his hezzht, 
they perceiv'd whoſe Tools they had been, 
and the molt conſiderable of them began 
to be very uneafie to him, fo that with 
much S'r4tagem he was forc'd to diſcard 
the moſt of them, and confize ſome in 
Pri/oz ; and though by this means he 
kept 
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kept them under during his- own time, 
yet thar Oaff his So» was ſupplanted by 
them 1n leſs than a Year's time, and after 
about half a dozen turns, in the time of 
a year more, all things moſt miraculouſly 
return d to our times as of old, "And tho' 
theſe Sons of Delufion had the Confidence 
to foretell at Execution a Reſurreftion of 
their Cauſe, as fome of the Party have 
done of their Boazes, yer that time is (till 
to come, and I hope may'be as far of, as 
that many times expected Deliverance of 
the Jews ; and indeed ro me they have 
all along feem'd to be equally'under the 
ſame Spiritual Obduration, after their hard 
anc. impenitent hearts, Treaſuring up unto Rom. 2. 5. 
themſelves wrath againſt the day of wrath, 


and Revelation of the Righteous Fudgment 
of God.

by charging it upon him ; which that

yet a Copy of this Commiſſion is printed itt 
the ColleCttion, as undoubtedly ſo, thaugh' 
even their Memorr doth but fay, the Iriſh 
pretended. « Commiſſion from the King, 
Pag. 19. Vol. I. and they knew it as 
certainly falſe, as we may them Lyars : 
but it helps on a Deſign, and that 1s 
enough. 

As for this laſt Volume, I find but one 
Paſſage wherein our Royal Martyr is con- 
cern'd, that is afpersd, for they never 
mention. him bur to. that purpoſe, and 
this raisd from his Correſpondence. with 
the Marqueſs of Antrim, who, our Authon 
tells . us, was an Iriſh Prieft, among the

ſtauration, ſent Priſoner to the Tower, 
from thence to Ireland, and there ſet at 

Liberty by a Letter under the Wing s Hand, 
charging the Guilt of that Rebellion upon bis 
Father, in that he affirms, the Earl of 
Antrim did nothing without Warrant' and 
Auths- 
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Authority from his Father. Thus far the 
Memoir, pag. 115. . with ſome truth, but 
very little ; for firſt, he was not ſet.at 
Liberty by the Kzne's Letter, but they 
who charg'd, and caus'd him to be Com- 
mitted, not able to make good their A/le- 
gations, he became freed in courſe... Net- 
ther, ſecondly, is it fajd he did nothing 
without Warrant and Authority from the 
King bis. Father ; the expreſs words of 
the Letter are, That what he did by way of 
, Correſpondence or Compliance with the Iriſh 
» Rebels, was in order to the Serwice of Our 
Royal Faiher, warranted by his Inftruttions, 
and that the benefit thereof accrned to the 
Crowp. Col. p. 357. which how baſcely 
our Author -would pervert, as if his firtt 
engagement 1n the Rebellion, and con- 
tinued going along with them, were by 
the Kings Allowance, every eye may 
dilcover ; whereas the words can be no 
further firetch'd, than. that in proceſs of 
time, he was fo ſenſible of his. Folly, noc 
to term 1t worſe, as he thought to ex- | 
piate for the ſame, by bringing over ;his 
Confederates, as many as. he could, td 
their due A4legiance, together with him- 
ſelf. And thar this he endeavour'd, and 
was all the Good Xing encouragd bim1n, 
or Authoriz'd him to do, will appear 


trom theſe few Particulars I meet with 
Of 
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of his Undertakings. When the' Scorch 
Covenanters firlt-began their $tir5, I find 
this Marqueſs of Antrim making a Pro-

doubtleſs he might produce ſeveral Let- 
ters from the'X7#p, not without Eacou- 
ragements, and kind Acknowledgements 
for his good intentions. The next thing 
I and him engag'd in, was more confi- 
derable, though -not full up to '\what he 
promisd. When the Scors came 1n 43: 
to the A4/iſtance of their Feflow-Rebels 
here, the Noble-Montroſs, then at Oxon 
with the: Kg, laid a Deſign of giving 
them- a 'Diverfion in the - Highlands, ma 
order whereunto this Marqueſs af 4ntrim 
promis'd - ro ſend him 'Fen Thouſand 
Men out of Ireland, and retwrn'd-rhither 
to. that purpoſe; as the other iwith great 
d#hculty got into the Hrightands, and 
there abſconded a conliderable time in 
expectation -of the fore-mention'd Su9- 
ply, wherein at length there was ſome- 
thing done, that-15, Fourteen+ or Fiiteen 
Hundred 
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Hundred Men, ſent under the Command 
of that Brave Fellow Mac Donald, which 
Montroſs augmenting with his ſeveral 
Clans there, perftorm'd thoſe many Noble 
Exploits recorded to his Eternal Glory. 
And this Charles the Second's Letter parti» 
cularly related to, That he drew ſome Forces 
from Ireland for the Service of Scotland, 
par. 355. 'Tis likewiſe ſaid in che ſame 
Letter, That he joind with the Iriſh, #7 
order to reauce 545 to. their Obedaunes : 

And though it doth not expreſly appear 
as to any ſingle Circumſtances, for want 
of the Old King's Letters to him, yet in 
general it may be concluded he was not 
ſo hot as the Przeſt-ridgen Party there, but 
willing to comply with ſuch Conceſſions

might grant. For whoever conſults the 
Hiſtory of thoſe Times in Ireland, will 
find cu moſt of the ſenſible Nobility and 
Gentry, ay, and Commanders too, from 43:

eral Toleration ; but the Eccleſpaſtichs,

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Religion, That the Marqueſs we. diſ- 
cou. ſe of was one of the former, appears 

by his Deportment at Oxoxz, where, I

with Deſires and Propoſutons moſt extra- 
vagant, as they themſclves confeſs'd ; 

and therefore according as they promis'd 

the Kzzg, did, upon their return, repre- 

{ent the abſolute neceſſity of ſubmitting 0 

him, till able to grant them more, that they 

might not be glad to accept lefs : But the 

Evil Genius of that People, ſaith my Au- 

thor, (condemx'd to wilful Ruine and Miſ- Dr. Bu.

ther, and that the Benefit thereof accrued to 
the Crown. And upon a tull, imparimal 
Confideration of that Letrer,the Marqueſs 
* will be found to have had very hard 
* meaſurc ; tor at his coming over, after 
* the Reſtauration, upon Complaint of 
© the 1rih Deputres here at Court, that he 
* was not worthy the leaſt Countenance 
* from His Majeſty, and that they had 
© manifeſt, unquelitionable Evidence of his 
© Guilt, he was forbid the Royal Preſence, 
© committed to rhe Tower, and then 1e- 
* mitted into Ireland for his Tryal and 
* Puniſoment ;, where, after many Monte 
* Attendance, and preſum'd Examination, 
© he was dilmilsd withuut Cenſure ; and 
* without any Tranſmiſjion of Charge to | 
* us, was Licenicd to 7r4n/port himfelf þ 
* into England +: Whereupon the Kzne 
: ' thought in Ju/{:c2 he ougitt to be Heard 
* by his Conzcel here, and. procCucing the 
* ftoremention'd Teſtimony under his Fa- 
*thers 04.n Hand, recommended him to 


© the Court of Claims, in order to be re- 
* pollels'd 
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© poſſeſs'd of his Eſtate, as more deſerving 
© than the Rebe/s on the other ſide, who 
£ had done all the miſchief, without the 
* leaſt good, and had no other Title tizan 
* Seven or Etght Years quiet Poſlefſion 
* fince their Maſter Cromwel made the 
* Diviaend. However, I am not to plead 
the Marqueſs's Cale, any further than our 
Royal Mariyr 1s concern'd, who, that he 
ſhould be concluded to promote Popery, 
or wiſh well to the Rebellion, becaule he 
plough'd fometimes with cheir Herfer, in 
order to an Accommodation, 1s a true 
piece of Fanatick Spite, and cxactly res 
ſembles the grand Author, the Father of 
Lyes ; they might as well concluse him 
a Presbyterian, tor that he correſponded 
with ſome Scotch-Covenanters ; or wiſh'd 
well to the Exgliſh Rebellion, and Army, 
becaule he treated with Cromwell and his 
Mirmidons, when 1n their Hands ; where- 
as all he did, was to {hew, there ſhould 
be no defect on his fide, in order to the 
Natzon's true Peace and Settlement. Net- 
ther is there any thing more common 
between Enemies, either in Courts, or 

. Camps, than to work upon the D#ſcon- 
tents, or good Diſpoſitions, of ſome in 
Employment on the adverſe Side, in order 
to [xte/ligence,or any other beneficial End, 
as the Circumſtances they are 1n require.

And here I had finiſh'd my own, and 
Readers trouble, but that a ſpiteful y oung 
Fellow, whom I took notice of in the end 
of my Defence, tor detaming the Memory 
of our Royal Martyr, in his Life of Milton, 
hath concinu' © the like inveterate humour 
in another Piece which he terms 4myrtor : 
where he ſo baſcly catches at, and perverts 
every thing which in the moſt forc'd ſence 
that can be put upon Words or Things, 
tends to diſorder, or otherwiſe diſturb 
thoſe Sacred A(bes of his ; an Action which 
amang all the ſober Greeks and Romans 
was look'd upon as the greateſt defection 
from Humanity, and what the Barbarous 
Nations were ſeldom guilty of. As to 
the Controverſie about his Divine Med:- 
tations, it ſhall be wholly left to his 
worthy: Antagoniſt, who bath abundantl 
{atisfy'd all Men that will be ſo. That 
there are others, whom all the World 
{hall not oblige to confeſs an Error, or 
amena it, is too clear to. be deny'd, and 
too great a Folly to be regarded. 

My Exceptions ſhall commence at that 
which he takes againſt Mr. Blacka/l, for 
calling him the Beſs of K'zngs, and the 
Beſt of Men ; which, he faith, Some, 
who otherwiſe hononr the Memory of King 
Charles, are angry to hear. It ſeems this 
Gentleman 1s none of thoſe Some, and 
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it he had been pleas'd to tell us -who'they 
were, we might have been better able to 
judge of what degree their Honour was, 
real or pretended ; tor ſome-may alledge 
a Reſpect to the Pmcy, on purpoſe to 
aggravate the Viſtake in the Preacher, or 
othberwite humour him who tirft tound:

titeral fence, is highly difiagenuous to 
alcend to the Apoſtles, wito, tho' indeed 
Men, vet was there an infallible Aſſhiltance 
of Goa's Holy Spirit attending their Mz- 
ziſt 7, 1n which caſe nothing of Com- 
prion could be {uppos'd by any inge- 
nious Perſon ; trom which how tar this 
Fau't finder 1s, appears in that he urgeth 
a th:ng invidiouily, which is no Arrzicle 
of his Creed ; and ſhould 1t be brought 
againſt him upon another occaſion, would 
Þe rejected with a moiſt Blaſphemonus Con- 
rept: And hereot he gives us a tacit 
iutimatioa, by leaping 1o Tuddenly out 
of tne Pale of the Church, where he might 
nave found ſeveral Corfe{[ors of all Orders 


and 
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and Deprees, for an exaCt parallel ; and 
comes to the Greeks and Romays, many of 
hom, he ſaith, did infinitely excell him in 
all Moral and Heroick Vertues, A bold ſtroke. 
this, and.theretore he goes no further than 
the firſt daſh, tho'. he could not but ima- 
gine we ſhould be 'defirous to know who 
thoſe Perſons were, and wherein they out- 
did him : Would he have had hinfimitate 
Cato and Brutus 1n their Self-homtcide ? or 
Naſcia, or Opinius, in cutting off the Sedz- 
tiows Gracchi ? That indeed had not been 
amiſs ; but neither our Laws nor our Re- 
ligion will admit of fuch Herozcks ; ſo rhat 
it had been properer to have continued in 
the Chriſt:an Occonomy, where, if we con- 
der him either as a private Perſon, or a 
Prince, tew w1ll be found to have come up 
to him, none out-done him, as ſeveral have 
made appear, who knew him better, and 
were much more competent Judges than 

this unthinking Prate-a-pace, 
. The Advantage likewiſe he thinks to 
take of Mr. B/ackall, by fawning upon 
Has preſent Majeſty, will return upon 
himſelf, in a grand defett both of that 
Good-manners and Juſtice he ſo falſly 
chargeth the other withal. Compariſons 
have been ever look'd upon as an odious 
way of arguing, at leaſtwiſe ouglit to be 
{o manag'd, as the Ds{parity may _ re- 
; ect 
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Het upon the Perſon whom they would 
{excem to advance. Now this bold Man 
need not be told, tnat Charles I. was 
His preſent Majeſty s Grand-father , by 
which Relation, that of Royal was added 
to the Ancient Princely Blood of his F«- 
ily ; that he mult needs be ſ{enfi>le what 
crucl meaſures he met with from a moſt 
per fidioug Race of Rebels, who regarded 
noting which their Fore-fathers had 

eiteem'd molt Sacred and Religions ; that 
the Principles upon which they ated, 
trike at all Monarchy oe: : and 
that this Fellow includes a tacit I hreat, in 
mentioning thoſe Defetls wherewith the 
Graza-father was lo fallly charg'd ; as if, 
when they thought ft, or rather; could 
tind a {it opportunity,they would at over 
the ſame Part again : For tis all Tyranny 
With tacm ; and whenever they promile 
2y one to make him a Glorious Prince, 
'iwill be, as 1n the fad Subje&t we are 
1Pon, by Martyrdom. 

And this 1s what 1 am farther to re- 
monlirate, That all his Allegations are 
.dfoiutely falſe. That (004 King Was

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proteffed any of his C haplains againſt the 
Parliament for Preaching up Arbitrary 
Power, nor was 1n the leaſt degree ac- 
cellory to any of thoſe reproachful Sug- 
geſtions this Soz of « Potato lo impudent- 
ly runs on with, as the Juſt Defence, I en- 
gagd in, makes appear at large, and 
there:9 he 1s remitted ; where likewiſe he 
ma) find Satisfaction in reference to the 
Letter ſent Pope Gregory XV. the Cir- 
cumitances he was then in confider'd, and 
with how great Prudence it was penn'd ; 
which that vile Pamphlet in Defence of 
the Parliament 40, doth therefore add to, 
and alter moſt abominably. All theſe 
are fo fully reply'd to, and in every re- 
ſpect made appear to be abſolutely falſe, 
as I ſhall nor further concern my ſelf in 
any thing of that kind, but only take 
notice of two new P:ques this ſnarling 
Fellow hath ſtarted afreſh, though it 
only ſhows what little Nothings ſuch 
Curriſh Humours will bark at.

A Perſon now living in Chancery-lane, by 
Name Oelethorp, was then touch'd by 
him, and gives this Account of himſelf, 
That he had been ſeveral Months, more 
than a Year, under the Chyrurgeons hands 
with a fore Arm, whereta were many 
Holes, and other {ad Breacbes, fo far from 
any thing of Care, as he every day grew 
worſe, till having obtain'd the Royal 
Touch, his Sores dried up 1n a ſhort time, 
and he hath ever {ince, which 1s more

The poor Fellow went away withour 
any hope of Redreſs, but coming at night 
tO wa his Face with a Water which 
ſome body had preſcrib'd him, he tound 
none 1n the Botzle ; and what was itranger, 
ic ſeem'd to have been dry'd up by the 
Stone-Bottle, for that it was broke out 
into Scales and Blotches 1n' every part, 
whilſt the Man's Face in a few Days 
aryd up, and was pertectly well, Now 
before our daring A4#29»tor explode this, 
according to his no laudable Practice, let 
him ſend or go to Wizcheſter, where, 1 
preſume, the Botzle 1s {till in being, for 


the Wife 1s ſaid to be yer living, to be 
| ſure all the ancient People 1n the Czty will 


witneſs it, and ſcarce a Perſon of any 
Qualiiy 10 the whole Conntry but had the 
Curioſity to ſee it : Which brings on one 
Circumlitance more ; A Gentlewoman, 
among ſome other Strangers, having the 
Bottle 1n her Hand,broke off with her Fin- 
ger one of the looſe Scales ; the Man had 
immediately a little Scab roſe on his Lip, 
and not knowing what was done, expo- 
{fulated with his Wife whether no Dory

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had hurt the Bottle ? which ſhe thereupon 
was obltg'd to acknowledge. Dr, Tur- 
bervill, the famous Oculift at Sarum, did 
ule to declare among his Friends, that he 
had ofren met with that Diſtemper 1n the 
Eyes, and was [cldom able to maſter 1t ; 
but finding the Nyz2's Touch as ſeldom 
fiild, advis'd all Pattents wiiich came to 
him in that Condition, to take that courſe 
of Carc., This I have menittond, 1n or- 
der to the following Tafſage : Going, 
nigh Forty Years fince, ( for 1t was the 
Winter after the R:/fauration)) from 
Deptford to L\ambeth, the Coach-man, upon 
{ome lutle concern of his own, ſtayd at 
an Inn or Ale-houyſe on the Way ; where- 
upon a Gentl:z1a3 10 Our Company ſaid 
there was a Woman in that Houle well 
worth our taking notice of, for that ſhe 
was cur d of a Blindneſs, by wiping her 
Eyes with a Handkerchief dippd 1n the 
Blood of the Old King.

Now 1t with that 
Deſignation to ſo high an Office, God, 
among other Gifis, communicated one of 
Healing, and that ſo inſeparable to the 
Charatter, as not to be lolt by lome Irre- 
oularities of Life, which David him- 
{clf was not free from : ſo as neithet

Charles the Second's no Saintſhip, could 
obſtru that Salvation which in this 
ſence God may be ſaid to give nnto Kings, 
is a Truth altogether agreeable with the 
Principles of Revealed Religion, But 
knowing how prone this Amymor 1s to 
cavil at ſuch ſound DottFrine, I ſhall pro- 
ceed more Philoſophically, and let him 
know, that the every way Profound, as 
well in Humility of Mind, as Depth of 
Tadgment, and all Solid Learning, Dottor 
Barrow, in his Excellent D#/courſles of the 
Creed, among other Arguments to prove 
the Beirg of God, brings that of Saper- 
zatural EffefFs. * For although the Great 
& Creator 15 11d to have reſted. ceaſed from 
© his Works of that kind at the Six Days 
End ; yet did he not fo tre up his own 
* hands, 2s never more to 1intermeddle, 
© but reſ{crv'd to himſelt a liberty to alter 
* when he thinks fit the Courle of Narare, 
*crois and check the Stream of Things, 
* for the clearer [/uſtration of brs Glory ; 
* the confirming that he made Nature, 
© becauſe he can command :t, and control] 
* at pleaſure ; whereof he pives ſeveral 
* remarkable Inſtances, as well from Pro- 
* phane as Sacred Story, of Fire being 
* with-held from burning, Waters from 
* owing, the Sick being curd without 
* Medicinal Applications, of long Chro- 
* ical Diſtempers ; of Murthers ſtrangely 
* actetted, 
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© deteffed, Plots miraculouſly diſcover'd, 
* with many ſuch like Extraordinary Pro- 
© vidences, no leſs ſignal in their Casſe 
* than Event. And when ae fafo any 
ſuch things appear to have been done, as 
in the Caſe tetore us, how can we other- 
wiſe conclude, than that the Kzzg is a 
Sacred Perſon, whom the Soverergn Lord 
of all things hath placed here as his Re- 
preſentative, a God upon Earth, and that * 
we ought to pay him a Yexeration agree- 
able to ſo Divine a Charatter.

* fetts : Credulity may ({oring trom an airy

* one's felt; Sufpiciouſneſs bath its birth 
* from an eaitny 1emper of Boay, or Selt- 
* conceitedneſs of Mind ; that 15 apr to 
© corre an Errour, this intractable, itift 
*and incorrioible 10 his T2norance or 
"Miſtakes; both incluce want of Judg- 
* ment, but th1s pretending to more, be- 
* comets thereby more Cangerous. Inhine, 
*were Men, 1n their other Afﬀairs, or 1n 
* ordinary Converſe, {Oo diflident to plain 
© Teſtimony, 2s ſme ſeem to be in Mat- 
* ters of Re/igion, ana Almighty God, they 
* would find great Inconveniencies to pro- 
* ceed from thence ; their Buſineſs would

And this indeed 1s the {ole Conſo- 
lation ariy Man of Obſervation can have, 
as to the no-Accompliſhment of what 
tuelr buſie Heads have always in Projedtion, 
they over-act their Parts, have more Wil 
but worſe Management than their Prede- 
ceſſors, whereof take this Inſtance ; There 
was one 4. M. ſome Years ſince, not

I W AS an Obſervation long ſince 
of the Philoſophers, Odiorum 4- | 
eriores Cauſe quando inique : Ard the 
Reaſon given 1s very conſiſtent ; [ſh- leſs 
( ſay they) ſuch malevolent Tempers have 
from the Otjett, the more they muſt ſupply 
from themſelves, make np the defet# of de» 
merit in the Perſon, by the virulency of their 
own perverſe Diſpoſitions, and malicious 
Ca/umnies. That this hath been all along 
the practice of Man's corrupt Nature, 1s 
apparent from numberlciſs Inſtances in 
Prophane Hiſtory, though I ſhall mention 
hurt one or two from Sacred, The Royal 
Prophet never more paſſionately com- 
plains than upon this account of all his 
Enemies, none were ſo outragious as they 
Pi.3;-1;. which hated him without 4 cauſe. His 
- 22.4, familiar Friends, in whom he truſted, and 
pou whom he had laid the greateſt obliga- | 
t:0ns,magnified themſelves moſt againſt him, 
And though this was literally true in the 
P[almiſt's own Perſon, yet in the Myſtery 
he foretold it of our Bleſſed Saviour, and 
aCcore 
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accordingly he apply'd it to himſelf, in 
the groſs Ifid-/zty of the Fews, with their 
inceſſant Projefs to take away his Life, 
not wi.hii nding he had done among them 


the works which none other man did ; J*-15. 24, 


but this, he tells us. cometh to paſs, that * 
the word might be fulfilled which is written 
in their Law, They hated me without a cauſe. 
How applicable chis 1s to our Royal Mar- 
tyr's treatment, every eye may diſcover, 
and I {hall not here add any thing to what 
hath been already ſaid, either as to thoſe 
barbarous, inhumane Uſages wherewith 
our Chriſtian Phariſees to Jewiſhly paral- 
[eld their Predeceſſors there, nor enlarge 
upon thoſe Fult Commendations the Wiſe 
and Good ever have, and ever muſt ac- 
knowledge due to his molt Sacred Memory. 
And therefore I deſire all who wiſh well 
to our O!d Eſtabliſhments, upon which 
alone the Nation's Peace and Welfare de- 
pends, to take notice, Thar the Deſign 
of this TrizxD PART, 1s not ſo much

W hart indeed they further entcreain us 
with, muit bz own'd altogether New, bu: 
withal too impoliag upon ihis Ate of ours, 
tho” too valily 1mpos'a upon ; = Chas 
raters, I mean, given thoſe of the Aw 
Oligarchy, and Offcers of the Army, vho 
iutter'd for no greater Offexce than Rein 
of Kyjn2 aud Kingd 2m, are lo extravagantly 
tulſom and falſe, as every one of the lcalt 
Thought may jultly {ulpect whatever 
they relate of other Matcers, to be as far 
trom Truch.. Can any one imagine fo foul 
an Original as they oropound, ſhould 
be worth copying ; for that, when firſt 
Drawn, 
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Drawn, it appear'd moſt ' monſtrous, 2 
kind of Gorgox, could not be look'd 
upon without Horrour and Deteſtation ? 
How, I fay, could this latter Brood, 
theſe Sons of Tanovation, think to make us 
enamourd with a Commonwealth, when 
the only Perſons they commend for the 
wiſe Adminiſtration thereof, never had 
any thing of /ober Sexce,or ſolid Principles ; 
as that Maggotty Hot (pur, Sir H. Vane, 
equally made up of Freak and Fury ; that 
Sink of all Immorality and Prophanezeſs, 
Harry Marten ; Corbet the Jew, Lualow 
the Cynick, with twenty or thirty more, 
he moſt unclean, and withal unweildy 
Þ-./; that were ever pack d together in 
one Stall; no more tit to be tine Grardians 
of a Nation, than ſo many Wolves to a 
Flock of Sheep : neither 1s it poſſible for any 
one to cry up and appiaud them, as we 
hind many now-a-cays Go, utd they not 
lie under the like L yeanthropy, 

The Reflitions likewiſe upon their 
Tryals are truly Commonwealthiſh, that 1s, 
_ falſe and difingenuons, as, *tis hopd, 
hath been all along {hown, to the Satisfa- 
Ction of every honeſt Man ; ; trom ſuchas 
are otherwiſe 'tis not to be expected ; yet 
I could have told them, there were ſeveral 
Gentlemen, and ſome perhaps of both 
Houſes, earnettly preſs'd for a Bill of At- 
fainder, as of quicker diſpatch, without

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going through the tedious Forms of Law, 
:n ſo clear a Matter of Fa. And certain- 
ly, if ſuch a Bz{/ had been ever proper, 
?twas here : but the generality of the Va- 
tion were then grown ſo experimentally 
Wife, and thereupon Conſiderate, as to 
abhorr what they had ſeen ſo taral in the 
Caſe of Lauda, and Strefford, with number- 
leſs other Arbitrary Exorbitances, which 
many of themſelves had moſt fadly felt 
from every prevailing Junto.

Party (o deſperately engag'd, as, had he 
not fled trom J«/tice, would have been one 
of the firſt brought under its moſt deſerved 
Severity, is not a little ſurpriſing ; and 
yet to make it more; all this is made Pab- 
lick by a Cabal of Mex, with ſuch high 
Elogium's upon their Perſons, and tacit

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Juſtifications of their Treaſons, as if none 
but Rebels and Regicides were worthy to 
Govern the Natioz : And this may add 
a further Surprize yet, that ſuch abomi- 
nable Inſolencies ſhould be ſo ramely ſuf- 
fer'd, as if we had a mind x! more to 
come under their cruel Clutches ; which, 
could the Innocent eſcape, ſhould never 
be my concern, to {ce betall ſuch as might 
prevent it if they pleas'd. 
The only thing therefore IT ſball fur- 
ther recommend, is a cautious Di/truſt of 
whatever theſe Part-taking Hiſtorians im- 
poſe upon the World ; that we would Try 
their Spirits in a Czvil as well as Religious 
ſence, by which means it will ſooa appeer 
how much they have,in each reſpe&,ot the 
Old Phariſee, the painted Sepulchre, with a 
great deal of flouriſh and poſitive Oſtentation 
to ſet themſelves of ; whereas, upon a 
thorough Search, there is nothing to be 
found underneath but the ro:fex Bones of 
Malice and Self-Intereft, of Fraud, and 
Fattiows Deſigns,a reviving ſtale Lyes to fo- 
ment freſh Miſchiefs. And were this Courſe 
truly taken, would our Po/ztico's, now-a- 
days ſo numerous, go to the bottom of 
Things, not content themſelves with a 
ſuperficial View, it would much abate their 
Critical Severities upon the Royal Cauſe, 
the Management of 4fairs during thoſe 
miſerable DiftraQtions of Rebe/lion and 
Anarchy.
